France acts to put 
economy on the rails 


PARIS, March 25 (R) — France’s reshuf- 
fled government announced a package of 

tough measures Friday to restore the coun- 
try s financial standing, including compulsory 
savings, new taxes and a spending limit for 
foreign travel. 

News of the 10-point package ended two 
weeks of political and economic uncertainty 
set off by local electoral losses for the ruling 
left-wing parties and intensified by a monet- 
ary crisis that led to a devaluation of tbe 
franc. 

The measures represent a make-or-break 
attempt by President Francois Mitterrand to 
put France's economic bouse in order and 
avoid what would be the fourth devaluation 
of his 22-month -old administration, political 
analysts said. 

The Socialist president set the tone in an 
austere television address Wednesday in 
which he called for national effort to curb 
inflation and cut the trade deficit, at $12 bil- 
lion in 1982, to zero by the end of next year. 

Among the measures aimed at curbing 
consumer demand and diverting funds to 
investment is a compulsory loan to the state 
by wage-earners. Tbe loan will take the form 
of a levy in May representing 10 percent of 
total income tax due to be paid this year. 

With other measures, the forced loan, 
which affects all but the lowest wage-earners 
and is repayable in three years, is expected to 
raise a further 20 billion Francs ($2.7 billion) 
in government revenue thisyear.goveniment 
spokesman Max Gallo said. 

The other move expected to provoke 


strong public reaction was a decision to limit 
to 2,000 francs ($275) the amount any adult 
may spend on holiday abroad each year. 

To supervise the rule, currency transac- 
tions will be entered in new “tourist 
exchange” books and extensive checks will 
be carried out at the frontiers, officials said. 

This was presaged in a call by Mitterrand in 
his television speech to “buy French” and 
take holidays in France where nossible. 

The packages, com- 
pleted Friday by the new 
1 5-member econo tny- 
orientated cabinet, 
included measures to 
reduce by one-sixth 
France's expected 120 
billion Franc ($160 bil- 
lion) budget deficit this 
year. 

A special tax on crude 
oil will be imposed in 
April to compensate for 
its price drop on world ^ 
markets.

Measures to fill a gaping deficit in the sepa- 
rately administered social security budget 
include a special levy of one percent on 
income tax, and the acceleration of plans to 
impose new tax on tobacco. 

Balancing the huge social security budget is 
one of the most sensitive tasks facing the 
Socialist government, which boosted welfare 
benefits as part of its costly reform program 
after its election in 1981. 


Labor retains Darlington seat 


LONDON, March 25 (R) — An important 
by-election victory boosted battered morale 
in Britain's opposition Labor Party Friday 
but a nationwide opinion poll showed the 
Conservative government was still favored to 
win re-election. 

Labor won Darlington in n^rtheas! Eng- 
land with an increased majority, giving a 
much-needed fillip to Michael Foot, whose 
leadership erf the party had been called into 
question by poor performance in recent polls. 

The election of his candidate, college 
administrator Oswald O’Brien, 54, was seen 
as securing Foot* s position in die run-up to a 
general election which Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher must call by May, 1984. 

The Conservatives were consoled with 
second place, blunting the drive of the newly 
resurgent Liberal-Social Democratic 
alliance, which began the campaign as favo- 
rite but finished a poor third. 

The result, extrapolated nationally, would 
give the Conservatives 320 places in the new 
650-seat parliament, short of an overall 
majority. But the latest public opinion poll, 
by Marplan in the Guardian Friday, gave the 


government a lead of 13.5 percentage points 
over Labor. 

Political analysts said Mrs. Thatcher was 
certain to study the poll and the Darlington 
result closely to help her decide when to call 
an election. 

She is statutorily entitled to wait until May 
1984 and is on record as saying she would not 
even consider the date until she was in the 
fifth year of her term, beginning this May. 

Most politicians and analysts believed the 
Darlington result was likely to reduce the 
temptation for her to call an election in June, 
the earliest likely date. 

Political sources said Mrs. Thatcher had 
told her friends she would call an eariy poll 
only if the political signs were looking good 
and the economic prospects seemed bad. 

But many politicians, weighing such factors 
as the opinion polls, disarray in the Labor 
Party, die alliance's fortunes, and the per- 
formance of die economy, have suggested 
this June as the likely date if Mrs. Thatcher 
wants to spring a surprise, with October as 
the next most likely time. 
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Kingdom’s efforts benefit 
Palestinians in Lebanon 


KUWAIT, March 25 (Agencies) — As a 
result of Saudi Arabia's efforts, Palestinians 
staying in Lebanon are about to obtain their 
civic rights, according to Hanl AI-Hassan, a 
member of the Central Committee of the 
Palestine Liberation Movement Fateh, and 
political adviser to Yasser Arafat, the chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Hassan told reporters here Thureday that 
an agreement had been reached with the 
Lebanese government on the travel docu- 
ments held by Palestinians residing in Leba- 
non. Under the agreement, the Lebanese 
government will renew such documents for 
Palestinians whose names are registered in 
the official records of both the Lebanese gov- 
ernment and the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (UNRWA). Palestinians leg- 
ally residing in Lebanon will also be granted a 
stay permit and the right to move freely and 
work in that country. In addition, Hassan 
said, a solution will be found for Palestinians 
whose names do not appear in the govern- 
ment’s official records. 

Hassan called for more coordination bet- 
ween Jordan and the Palestinians, because. 


he said, the next Israeli plot is directed at the 
Jordanians and the Palestinians altogether. 
He warned against the consequences of an 
eventual suspension of such coordination or 
abandonment of the joint political settle- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, Saudi Arabia's permanent 
representative at the United Nations, Jaafar 
Al-Laqqani, said that the entire world 
appreciated and respected the Kingdom's big 
efforts to help the Palestinians recover their 
legitimate rights. He told Okaz Friday that the 
Security Council’s recent decision to call for 
the withdrawal of all non-Lebanese forces 
from Lebanon was addressed to Israel, in the 
first place. The Arab Deterrent Forces, he 
added, were there with the unambiguous 
approval of the Lebanese government 

Laqqani said the problem was that Israel 
was not merely trying to continue occupying 
Lebanon and draining its resources. “ Israeli s 
mad designs went much beyond that, to such 
an extent that it constituted and overt threat 
to humanity at large,” he said.

The inflow of Saudi Arabian visitors into 
U.K. has also been steadily increasing, he 
said adding that British Airways operates in a 
week six flights from Dhahran and five from 
Jeddah, six during the summer months. 

Griffith, however, said that British Air- 
ways is not at the moment carrying a large 
□umber of Arab traffic. Hence, the specific 
object of the combined operation of the air- 
line, MEVS and die British Tourist Authority 
is to boost die inflow of tourists from the

“But now Arab 
tourism appears to be turning toward Britain 
again." Naaman added.

Four basic factors 
cause car accidents

RIYADH, March 25 — Four basic factors 
contribute to car accidents here — the place, 
the timing, the car anti the driver. Dr. 
Muhammad Mahmoud Muhammadain told 
representatives at the ‘Saudi Cities’ sym- 
posium held here last week. 

Last year there were a total of 9.183 car 
at^adents reported, one accident every 55 
minutes, according to a paper prepared by 
Muhammadain. who is a faculty member at 
the King Saud University Geography 
Department. 

. Muhammadain broke his presentation 
down into the four major categories and 
clarified each. He said Riyadh has grown and 
j&rpassed a population of one million since 
1981; 25 percent of the population is non- 
Saudis and 30 percent of the total population 
arcr working people. 4 percent of these have 
two jobs, which means they have too much 


mobility. 

On timing the paper notes that 72 percent 
of the accidents take place during the day, 
especially between 6 and 8 a.m. and 6 and 7 
p.m. Winter is the worst season, accounting 
for 29 percent of the accidents. Friday and 
the month of Ramadan are the best times, 
when the accident percentage drops. 

Muhammadain estimates that there arc 
2.800 cars running in Riyadh daily. 45 per- 
cent of these are private cars. 28 percent 
small trucks. 22 percent taxis. 4 percent big 
trucks and 1 percent coasters. Private cars 
and taxis account for 62 percent of the acci- 
dents. And the share of private cars is 
emphasized by the fact that las-t year atone 
210,000 driving licenses were issued here of 
which 62 percent are for private cars. 

Aside from the small cars, there are 29.000 
heavy trucks that leave or come to the city 
daily from Dammam. Kharj. Hijaz and 
Diriya. 


24 girls schools planned in Taif 


TAIF, March 25 — A total of 24 eirl 
schools of various levels will be opened* in 
Taif and neighboring villages during the 
academic year 1983/84, a spokesman of the 
Taif Education Department has said. The 
spokesman told Al -Nadwa newspaper that 
'•> the schools will include three primary, two 
intermediate and one secondary in Taif. In 
. the villages, there will be 1 1 elementary, five 
% intermediate, one secondary and a female 
•• teachers' training institute. 

AJ-Rayan School, which comprises prim- 
ary level classes and a kindergarten, was 
handed over recently by the contractor. It 


cost SR5.4 million. Six other school buildings 
have also been completed in the villages. 

In Jeddah, two primary schools for girls 
(the 23rd and the 29th) were evacuated this 
week as they were found to be dangerous and 
could crumble any time. Al -Madinah news- 
paper said that the Girl Education Depart- 
ment moved them to other buildings to 
ensure the safety of the pupils. 

Meanwhile, in a separate development. 
Dr. Ibrahim Al-Shaalan. Riyadh’s girl educa- 
tion director, said that 124 school building 
projects were either under execution or being 
studied.

Top PLO leader 
rules out tie-up 
with Hussein in 
quest for peace

KUWAIT, March 25 (AP) — A high-ranking Palestinian commando leader was quoted 
Friday as dismissing chances of cooperation with King Hussein of Jordan, while calling for 
closer ties with Syrian-led hardliners in the quest for a peace settlement with Israel. 

“We reject this ridiculous equation to which the world has been trying to drag us,” said 
Sal ah Khalaf. w’ho is second to Yasser Arafat in the leadership of the Pales tine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) and its mainline commando group Fatah. 

Khalaf, popular by his nom de guerre Abu Iyad, made his statement during a meeting here 
Thursday night with Palestinian professors and researchers at the university of Kuwait 

He said that Arafat was to visit Jordan shortly and communicate to Hussein the resolutions 
that the Palestinian National Council (PNC) — the pariiament-in-exile — adopted in Algiers 
last month on prospects of peace with Israel. 

Abu Ammar will fiD King Hussein in, so that the Palestinians will not be blamed for any 
paralysis in the upcoming phase (of the peace drive)/' said Khalaf. 

He complained that Hussein “so far has not been able to obtain any guarantees for the 
implementation of Palestinian rights” to independent statehood in the West Bank of Jordan 
and the Gaza Strip. 

He insisted that the PLO must be allowed to participate in any peace efforts as recognized 


partner. 

"The ridiculous equation being drummed up by the world calls for a one-sided recognition 
(by the PLO) of Israel, gives the Palestinians nothing, and asks the PLO to mandate King 
Hussein to negotiate on behalf of the Palestinians," he said. 

"The funny equation links King Hussein's position to that of the PLO. and now we ask: 
What will Hussein give the Palestinians?’ 

Khalaf said that the Palestinian leadership will “not yield to pressure or terror, and we will 
pursue a path of realism based on our own conviction and not on the American reality that 
demands of us to raise our hands in surrender." 

"They want the Palestinians to sign (for peace) m return for nothing," Khalaf said. 

Khalaf said that the PLO was in favor of mending its fences with Syria, contending that close 
ties with Syria would strengthen the PLO and dissuade the Arabs who favor the Reagan 
proposals. 

Syria h3S rejected the U.S. President Ronald Reagan's proposals, while the Jordanian 
monarch was reported to be keen on winning a PLO mandate to talk peace with Israel under 
U.S. auspices on behalf of the Palestinians. 

“ We are with Syria and any ally who would help us liberate even as many as oue Palestinian 
hamlet" Khalaf was quoted as saying. 

He accused Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak of "spearheading a campaign of grudge 
against the Palestinians, with American blessings." Khalaf claimed that Mubarak, was “ trying 
to cover his policy of pursuing the line of (the late Egyptian leader Anwar) Sadat." 

Sadat's peace drive with Israel produced the Camp David treaty frameworks and the 1979 
peace treaty with the Jewish state, which the PLO has rejected as a sellout of Palestinian rights. 


POW swap talks continue 


VIENNA, March 25 (R) — Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kriesky said Friday 
negotiations for an exchange of Israeli sol- 
diers and Palestinians were continuing but 
the matter was too delicate to give details 
publicly. 

“Unfortunately indiscretions of tbe press 
concerning these negotiations have already 
done more harm than good, but the talks do 
continue and there are contacts between the 
PLO and Israel," Kriesky told reporters here. 

Kriesky has acted as a go-between in 
negotiations for a swap of prisoners. The 
talks are deadlocked over an Israeli offer of 


800 Palestinian prisoners of war for eight 
Israeli soldiers held captive by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) since last 
September. The PLO demanded the release 
of 1,000 Palestinians. 

“The less is said about the negotiations the 
better but for humanitarian reasons we hope 
that eventually some sort of agreement will 
be achieved," Kriesky said. Kriesky has 
taken a keen interest in the Middle East situa- 
tion and was the first Western leader to 
receive Yasser Arafat, the head of the PLO, 
in 1980. 


De Cuellar visits Moscow tomorrow 

New U.N. bid to end Afghan crisis 


LONDON, March 25 (R) Diplomatic 
and military tests are looming for the Soviet 
Union in Afghanistan as the United Nations 
resumes talks to end Moscow’s armed inter- 
vention. 

U.N. Secretary -General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar win seek to further a negotiated 
Afghan settlement with a personal mission to 
Moscow starting next Sunday. 

In two weeks, his Afghanistan trouble:- 
shooter, Diego Cordovez, will continue his 
own dogged quest for a solution in a new 
round of indirect talks in Geneva between tbe 
Soviet-backed Afghan government of Bab- 
rak Karroal and neighboring Pakistan.

Israeli soldier 
injured in Beirut 

BEIRUT, March 25 (AFP) — An Israeli 
soldier was injured Friday when a remote 
controlled device exploded by the side of a 
road in the Shuffat district south of here 
where he was on patrol, an Israeli military 
spokesman said. 

Israeli forces immediately blocked off the 
area to hunt for those reponsible for planting 
the device and the search for others that 
might have been left in the vicinity. 

On Thursday a bomb exploded by the side 
of a road near Tyre in southern Lebanon, 
damaging a bus carrying Israeli soldiers on 
leave. 


tain fighting against anti-government 
Mujahedeen. 

Hopes of a negotiated settlement are pin- 
ned on the U.N. efforts. But there are no 
signs of an early breakthrough that could end 
the war and secure withdrawal of Soviet 
forces which entered Afghanistan over three 
years ago. 

Indications are that the Kremlin is prepar- 
ing for intense fighting when the winter lug 
ends in the coming weeks. According to 
Western intelligence reports, Soviet generals 
have recently redeployed troops in attempts 
to block infiltration routes along the Pakistan 
border. Bombing of villages around Kabul, 
the Afghan capital, and Kandahar was heavier 
than normal last winter, the reports say. 

Mujahedeen continue to control most of 
the countryside against superior Soviet and 
Afghan Army fire-power. In tbe winter lull, 
they staged several spectacular hit-and-run 
attacks, one of which blacked out Kabul's 
power supply for days. 

This reinforced the Western view that gov- 
ernment control of the cities is less than com- 
plete — and that no softening of the war 
effort is likely on either side. 

Western diplomats have no doubts about 
Soviet commitent to a long stay in Afghanis- 
tan if this is needed to shore up the Kannal 
government, despite wide condemnation and 
a casualty toll put by U.S. officials at 5,000 
dead and 10,000 wounded. 

Perez de Cuellar is seeking a formula that 
would get Soviet troops out of Afghanistan, 
as demanded repeatedly by the U.N. General 
Assembly. 


Palestinians nabbed for violating ban 


TEL AVIV, March 25 (Agencies) — 
Israeli security forces had arrested several 
Palestinians in connection with the banned 
distribution in the West Bank of an Arab- 
language newspaper. Israeli radio said sec- 
urity forces had laid an ambush to catch the 
distributors, whom they suspected of selling 
the Al -Shaab newspaper, which is banned 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 

At Shaab editor Ali Yaisb was quoted as 
telling Israel radio he knew nothing about the 
distribution and that he could not prevent 
people from reading his newspaper. 

The radio also said the army had found 
radical anti-Israel propaganda in tbe house of 
one of the suspects in Bethlehem. 

Five busloads of Palestinians from the 
ocupied Gaza Strip tried to demonstrate by 
the West Bank’s Bir Zeit University, the 
Israeli military command reported. 


The Palestinians were ordered to present 
themselves at the local military administra- 
tion, and after a brief questioning were 
returned to Gaza, the command said. 

Bir Zeit University has been a center for 
Palestinian unrest On Wednesday, the army 
reported it had detained 30 Palestinians from 
the town of Bir Zeit. 20 kilometers north of 
Occupied Jerusalem, on suspicion of painting 
anti-Israel slogans on wails. 

Israel radio reported that a Palestinian 
commercial strike which was called for Friday 
to mark the first anniversary of Israel's dis- 
missal of two West Bank mayors had not 
materialized. 

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shakaa and Ramal- 
iah Mayor Kerim Khalaf were dismissed for 
not cooperating with the Israeli authorities 
and for inciting anti-Israeli violence.

Settlements stumbling block 


Fate of Reagan peace plan hangs in balance 


AMMAN, March 25 (R) — President 
Reagan's Middle East peace initiative is 
probably doomed unless he can quickly arm- 
twist Israel into a more conciliatory attitude 
to the Arabs, according to informed sources 
in Amman 

The United States is pressing King Hussein 
of Jordan to follow the example of the late 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt and enter 
U.S. -sponsored negotiations with Israel. 

The Reagan plan of September 1982 
proposed an Israeli withdrawal from tbe 
West Bank of Jordan and the Gaza Strip and 
for Palestinian self-rule there in association 
with Jordan. 

But the king remains wary of proceeding 
with negotiations without credible evidence 
that the United States could deliver an even- 
tual deal that could be “sold" to Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat and the Arabs gener- 
ally. 

U.S. credibility would be improved in the 
eyes of King Hussein if Washington secured 
IsraeFs withdrawal from Lebanon, and per- 

Jews assail 
Weinberger 

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) — A 
parade of senators and congressmen went 
before American Jewish leaders on 
Thursday to . pledge support for Israel, 
while sharply attacking U.S. Defease 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger and bolding 
tbe Israeli government essentially blame- 
less for friction with the United States. 

At a luncheon with 200 New York sup- 
porters of the United Jewish Appeal and 
the Federation of Jewish Philanthropies, 
Weinberger was accused of trying to 
undermine American sympathy for Israel 
by leaking a letter from the head of the 
Marine corps that accused Israeli troops of 
harassing the American Marines in Leba- 
non. , 


suadcd the Israelis to freeze the bunding of 
sew Jewish settlements on the West Bank, 
the sources say. 

However, the king told a London news 
conference earlier tins month that time was 
ru nnin g out for the peace process. The 
run-up to the U.S. presidential election is 
seen as likely to distract American attention 
from the Middle East by tbe end of this year. 

Negotiations on an Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon have been going on for three 
months with no agreement yet in sight. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin has said there is no 
question of baiting Jewish settlements on the 
West Bank. Israel radio said this week that 
eight new settlements were being started. 

Even if the U.S. could bring pressure to 
bear on Israel. King Hussein would be wary 
of entering talks on the basis of the Reagan 
plan, bearing in min d that Israel flatly rejects 
it, without the approval of Arafat, leader of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 

The king is still weighing his next move and 
is due to hold what he has said will be crucial 
talks with Arafat in Amman within the next 
few days. 

Western diplomats speculate that the most 
to be expected from the meeting is some firm- 
ing up of the Arab negotiating posture and a 
renewed call on the United States to secure a 
settlements freeze. 

The two men might make progress on ways 
of reconciling the Reagan proposals with the 
position of the PLO and the Arabs generally 
whose own peace plau called for a fully inde- 
pendent Palestinian state. 

A December Jordan-PLO statement, 
however, said Jordan and rbe PLO had a 
“mutual concept of the special and distinctive 
relationship between Jordan and a liberated 
Palestine" Jordan administered the West 
Bank from 1949 to 1967. 

The Algiers meeting of the Palestine 
National Council last month said the PLO 
was ready to establish a confederation bet- 
ween an independent Palestinian state and 
Jordan. 


Another stumbling block is that the United 
States has refused to negotiate with the PLO, 
while the Arabs insist it is tbe sole legitimate 
representative of the Palestinians. 

One way round would be for King Hussein 
to include in his negotiating team Palestinians 
who are not PLO officials but who have 
Arafat’s approval. 

Diplomats speculated that if the king made 
progress at his meeting with Arafat he would 
be better placed, as one put it, to say to the 
United States "the ball is firmly in your court. 
You go ahead and use your influence with the 
Israelis.” 

This would coincide with similar diploma- 
tic promptings from the ten members of the 
European Co m muni ty who this week criti- 
cized continued Jewish settlement in the 
West Bank and stressed the urgency of an 
Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon. 

Even so, informed sources said King Hus- 
sein would be taking a huge risk entering 
U.S.-sponsored negotiations with Israel on 
any basis. Washington would, therefore, find 
it exceedingly difficult to prise him from his 
position that anything he does will need 
approval, tacit or otherwise, from Arafat. _ 

The king would probably want solid 
guarantees that talks would yield an eventual 
settlement that removed Israel from the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

There remains a strong incentive for Jor- 
dan to go to the conference table in the hope, 
seen by maay diplomats here as an increas- 
ingly forlorn one, that a lasting U.S.- 
sponsored Arab-Israeli settlement can 
emerge. 

Tbe sources said the kingdom remains 
afraid that Israel* s long-term goal is to annex 
the West Bank and encourage a mass move- 
ment of Palestinians eastward so that Jordan 
emerges as the eventual Palestinian home. 

But against the risk that, sooner or later, 
Jordan could be embroiled in a new round of 
Middle East warfare, King Hussein has to 
weigh fears of Arab wrath, should he aban- 
don the PLO and make his own peace with 
Begin. 


Amnesty: threat 
looms over 
Libyans abroad 

LONDON, Man* 25 (AP) — Amnesty 
International warned Friday that Libyans 
abroad are under threat following an official 
government decision that all Libyans consi- 
dered “hostile" will be hunted down and 
liquidated. 

A similar decision by Libyan strongman 
Muammar Qaddafi in February 1980 was 
followed wi thin months by the assassination 
of 1 1 Libyans living in other countries and the 
attempted killing of four others, Amesty said. 

The London-based human rights organ- 
ization said the new threat was issued Feb. 17 
by the General People's Congress in Tripoli 
and followed repeated uigings by Qaddafi in 
recent months that die congress should 
approve the elimination of “enemies 
abroad." 

The latest threat warned that Libyans 
abroad who were classified as “hostile" and 
failed to repent would be “pursued by all the 
sons of the Libyan people with all available 
means" and would be liquidated, Amesty 
said. 

It also warned states which “shelter and 
assist" exiles considered hostile to the revolu- 
tion. 

The 1 1 killings in 3 980 took place in Italy, 
Britain, West Germany, Greece and Leba- 
non. Subsequently, six Libyans, all traveling 
as tourists or students, were convicted of four 
of the killings. 

Tremor rocks Tehran 

NICOSIA, March 25 (AP) — A mild tre- 
mor shook the Ir anian capital city of Tehran 
at 2530 local time (1200 GMT) Friday, the 
official Iranian News Agency, IRNA 
reported. The agency said the Tehran univer- 
sity geophysics- institute confirmed the tre- 
mor. 

But it added that the intensity of the tre- 
mor, its epicenter and "possible damage 
caused by if' were not immediately known.

Spain relaxes Women continue protest

PEKING, March 25 (AFP) — China on 
Friday ruled out all possibility of its being 
supplied arms by the United States while the 
current state of relations between the two 
countries, aggravated by the Taiwan issue, 
continued. The Foreign Ministry information 
department announced this stand in a brief 
statement replying to a question over a secret 
Pentagon document on possible U.S. arms 
sales to China. 

: Reports from Washington that the docu- 
ment recommended arms sales to China “if it 
is possible and appropriate” coincided with 
China’s most recent protest last week against 
U.S. military assistance to Taiwan. 

“.At present, the question of the United 
States providing arms to China or China ask- 
ing the United States for arms supplies simply 
does not exist,” the Foreign Ministry state- 
ment said. 

Although China has attacked U.S. “hege- 
monism,” particularly Washington’s foreign 
policy in the Middle East and southern 
Africa, Chinese leaders have stressed on sev- 
eral occasions the only real obstacle to 
developing Sino-U.S. relations is the Taiwan 
issue. 

The Pentagon document, which reportedly 
defines the Reagan administration's major 
defense strategies, includes the possibility of 
mffitary aid for China to allow it to counter 
Soviet forces in the Far East. 

Venezuela plot denied 

CARACAS, March 25 (AFP) — Ven- 
ezuelan President Luis Herrera Campins cal- 
led reports of a brewing coup d’etat “pure 
speculation.” “According to the information 
in my possession, nothing has been con- 
firmed. We are investigating the origin of 
these rumors,'* the president said at a press 
conference. 

The New York Tones reported that a 
□umber of generals and other officers based 
at Puerto CabeDo, 300 kilometers to the west 
of here were arrested last week on charges of 
plotting to undermine “democratic institu- 
tions.” Caracas' ambassador to the United 
States, Maidal Perez Chiriboga. denied The 
New York Times reports. 
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During his visit to Peking at the beginning 
of last month, U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz renewed a proposal to supply weapons 
to China on a case-by-case basis. The propos- 
ition was first made by Shultz' predecessor, 
Alexander Haig, in 1981, but has not been 
followed up as yet because of the disagree- 
ment over Taiwan. China claims sovereignty 
over the Nationalist-ruled island. 

Last week, China accused the United 
States of violating the joint Sino-U.S. com- 
munique signed last August by increasing 
planned arms sales to Taiwan for fiscal 1983 
and 1984. The joint communique provided 
for a gradual reduction in both quantity and 
quality of U.S. arms sales to Taiwan. The 
ceiling planned for the shipments is S800 mil- 
lion for 1983 and $780 million for 1984. 

The United States ambassador here, 
Arthur Hummel, was summoned to the Fore- 
ign Ministry to receive a protest. The infor- 
mation depa rtm ent said that the planned 
level of arms supplies “greatly exceeds the 
level of U.S. arms sales to Taiwan in recent 
years since the establishment of Sino-U.S. 
diplomatic relations, and violates the stipula- 
tions of the Aug. 17 communique.” 


MADRID, March 25 (AFP) — A major 
penal reform will be inaugurated here in July, 
when Spain drastically curtails the preventive 
detention of prisoners awaiting tnaL About 

5.000 of Spain's 23,000 prison inmates wfl] 
be released when the law, passed Tuesday by 
11 9-to-88 parliamentary votes with 10 abs- 
tention, is implemented. 

It is not unknown for a person in Spain to 
be held in prison for up to four years before 
his case comes to trial. Last July 10 several 
Africans awaiting trial in the Barcelona 
model prison sewed up their lips with needle 
and thread to protest against their incarcera- 
tion. 

The new law lays down that preventive 
arrest will only be used for serious offenders 
facing at least six years jail, except for those 
with a criminal record. In any case it will not 
last more than 18 months, or 30 months in 
exceptional cases. 

J ustice Minister Fernando Ledea, “father” 
of the new law, said that human rights were 
being ignored in some Spanish prisons. He 
cited the case of Barcelona prison, which had 
twice as many inmates as its normal capacity. 

In September 1981 a mass hunger strike 
was carried out by 6,000 prisoners to end 
preventive detention, and last September 

2.000 inmates in Barcelona followed suit. 


GREENHAM COMMON, England, 
March 25 (AP) — The first base in Britain 
where the U.S. Air Force will deploy its 
Cruise nuclear missies later this year was 
shown off to reporters Thursday — a muddy 
and desolate construction site on an old 
Royal Air Force station. 

Journalists, given less than 24 hours notice 
of the visit by the Defense Ministry, were 
driven in two buses to the Greenham Com- 
mon Base near Newbiuy, 50 miles west of 
London. 

As they arrived, so did Defense Secretary 
Michael Heseltine in a helicopter, unan- 
nounced and with his wife Anne beside him. 
They touched down on the airfield home of 
the 50 1st U.S. Air Force tactical missile wing 
without seeing the permanent anti-Cruise 
sit-in at the main gate of women members of 
the campaign for nuclear disarmament. 

Heseltine, wearing a camouflage combat 
jacket and hard hat was asked why he chose 
the day for a press visit and replied: “I consi- 
dered it right to satisfy public curiosity about 
the base aroused by opponents of NATO 
policies. 

“There are no secrets to hide. If you have a 
fence, people always want to know what's 
behind iL And I brought my wife because she 
asked to come." 


The journalists who miwfl seeing the 
peace camp by being driven into the base 
through a remote northern gap in the nine- 
mile barbed wire perimeter were confronted 
by them as they left. 

The women had discovered what was going 
on and four arrived to sit down in front of the 
press buses while a fifth lay down in the mud 
in front of American servicemen driving out. 

After 15 minutes resisting police argu- 
ments to move, the women were picked up 
and marched to the ride of the road. One 
protester who identified herself only as 18- 
year-old Debi from Wales, said “I have been 
two months and 1 win stay as long as our camp 
survives.” Women have been camping at the 
base's main entrance for nearly 18 months. 

Reporters toured the first of six shelters 
that will be built at Greenham Common to 
house mobile launchers that will cany the 96 
Tomahawk Cruise missiles Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s Conservative govern- 
ment has agreed to deploy. 

Construction work is costing 61 milli on 
pounds ($90 million) and the first launchers 
mann ed entirely by the U.S. Air Force should 
be in position by December. Heseltine said 
construction work would have to continue so 
long as the Soviet Union refuses to negotiate 
reduction of nuclear weapons in Europe. 


U.K. crime note 
irks non-whites 

LONDON, March 25 (AP) — Leaders of 
Britain’s non-white accused Scotland Yard of 
causing friction by claiming twice as many 
non-whites as whites committed violent 
crimes in London last year. 

“These statistics are a deliberate attempt 
to provoke racial unrest.” Roy Sawh, West 
Indian-born chairman of the Organization 
for U.K. Blacks’ Rights, told the Associated 
Press in an interview. 

“They will further alienate young blacks. If 
this sort of blatant racism continues, don't be 
surprised if _ there's another revolt in the 
streets this summer Sawh was referring to 
Britain’s worst riots this century in July 1981. 
by blacks and whites in London and other 
major cities, sparked by clashes between 
you ng non- whites and pblice. 

The Scotland Yard statistics, disclosed in 
Parliament Tuesday, showed that out of a 
total of 19.258 violent street crimes in the 
capital last year, 10,960 were committed by 
non-whites. Only 5,262 were reported to 
have been carried out by whites. A further 
534 were blamed on “mixed gangs,” while 
the color of the assailants in the other 2,502 
was not known. 

Scotland Yard came under fierce criticism 
last year when it publicly issued crime statis- 
tics for 1981 with a racial breakdown. They 
agreed not do so again.

Chairman calls 
it compromise 

WASHINGTON, 'March 25 (R) — In a 
defeat for President Reagan, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee agreed infor- 
mally Thursday to halve his $60 mflUon milit- 
ary aid request for El Salvador. 

The key committee took no vote but a dear 
majority of members said during debate that 
they would sign a letter cutting the aid and the 
chairman, Illinois Republican Charles Percy, 
declared it approved 

The committee is one of three to veto the 
president's request. Another panel approved 
the full amount but Senate aides said the 
president would be limited to the lowest sum 
approved by any of the three. Percy proposed 
the senate Foreign Relations Committee's 
$30 milli on cut, calling it a compromise to 
prevent an even deeper cut 

The committee attached no conditions to 
the spending but urged the administration to 
encourage an unconditional peace dialogue 
between El Salvador's government and 
insurgents. It also said U.S. military trainers 
in El Salvador should remain limited to 55 
and that any additional U.S. training of El 
Salvador's troops should be conducted out- 
side that country. 

Meanwhile, violent fi ghting has been tak- 
ing place between the Salvadoran Army and 
guerrillas in Chalatenangp department, in the 
north of El Salvador, AFP reported quoting 
well-informed sources in San Salvador. 

They said that the army was trying to 
retake some villages in the area controlled by 
the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front. The army considers the current offen- 
sive in a department two-thirds controlled by 
guerrillas as a success, but has not published 
an official report on the fighting. 

The army is also fi ghting guerrillas in the 
eastern department of Usulatan, and has des- 
troyed two guerrilla bases, according to an 
official communique issued Wednesday. It 
did not mention casualties. 

In the capital, security troops were much in 
evidence Thursday on the third anniversary 
of the assassination of San Salvador Arc- 
hbishop Oscar Romero, who was known as 
the “defender of the poor."

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Court told of detectives’ torture in America 


DALLAS, Texas, March 25 (R) — Seven 
white detectives accused of beating up blacks 
heard a prosecutor tell a court they had sul- 
lied the motto of the New Orleans police. 
"The motto of the New Orleans police 
department is to protect and to serve,” pro- 
secutor Michael Johnson said, "These men 
didn't serve. These seven men adopted then- 
own motto — to beat with their fists, to bag 
*em and to book 'em." 

Prosecution witnesses have alleged that 
during questioning detectives "booked” 


people by hitting them on the head with a 
hardbound copy of the city directory and 
“bagged” them by twisting a plastic bag over 
their heads until they began to choke. 

The policemen are charged with violating 
the civil rights of blacks by using brutal inter- 
rogation methods in the manhunt for the kil- 
ler of a white policeman in New Orleans in 
1980. During the search, four blacks were 
shot dead by police, who said they were act- 
ing in self-defense, and the case generated 


such publicity in New Orleans that it was 
moved to Dallas. An all-white jury heard 
final witnesses and summing-up by the pro- 
secution and defense Wednesday. 

Defense lawyer Ralph Whalen took issue 
with the torture allegations. “This silly book 
business never happened,” he said, insisting 
it made no sense to beat up potential witnes- 
ses. Another defense attorney, Walter 
Rothschild, told the jury that the five witnes- 
ses who said they suffered beatings showed 
no signs of injuries. 


NEW YORK, March 25 CAP) — The artificial heart that kept 
Barney dark alive for 112 days alter his own failing organ was 
removed prompted criticism that the man-made pump prolonged 
death, but proponents said it gave heart patients a choice. 

Dr. Denton Cooley, the surgeon who first placed a non-permanent 
artificial heart in a patient in 1968, said the mechanical device was 
impractical for permanent use until it could contain its own power 
source. 

The New York Times in an editorial asked: “Can all that pain and 
exertion be worthwhile?...To prolong life beyond its natural span is 
no favor unless reasonable quality is also provided.” 

Dr. Christian Barnard, the South African heart transplant pioneer, 
said the mechanical device did not appear to be the solution to heart 
problems. 

Thursday, however, Barnard told the CBS radio network in an 
interview that Clark' s doctors should continue their work. He said be 
believes “the time has come to explore the possibility of using a 
mechanical heart.” 

"I would like to tell these doctors that they must not give up and 
they will get a lot of criticism,” he said. “But there are always those 
who criticize and those who will have to go along with the work.” 

Dr. Robert Jarvik. the mechanical heart’s inventor, bridled when 
asked to respond on Dec. 2 — the day of Dark’s implant operation — 
to Barnard's earlier statement. “That’s his opinion and he’s welcome 
to hold it," Jarvik said.

At a news conference in Houston on Dec. 10, Cooley, of the Texas 
Heart Institute, pointed to a four-foot console needed to drive the 
pneumatically powered artificial heart, and said, "you can teD by that 
the impractical nature of long-term support on a totally artificial 
heart.” 

Cooley contended that transplants of natural hearts, however, 
represent a “ safety net under the patient, and have developed a very 
illustrious record,” including patient survival for as long as 12 years. 

Dr. William C. Devries, the surgeon who implanted the device in 
dark said earlier this month that a third of the patients on the waiting 
list for heart transplants at Stanford University in California die 
before a donor heart becomes available. 

Artificial hearts could enable people to wait longer for human 
hearts, but “if we went in and were to save one-third of the patients 
that were to die while they’re waiting...their list of recipients would 
go from 25 to 30 to 40 to 50 to 100,” he said. 

“Pretty soon all of the people on their waiting list would have 
artificial hearts, waiting indefinitely, and the problem would still be a 
lack of donor hearts," Devries said.

Dr. John Hernandez, who took over as act- 
ing administrator just two weeks ago and 
immediately became the focus of congres- 
sional investigations, turned in his resigna- 
tion formally Friday, according to a source 
dose to Hernandez. 

Another agency source, who also spoke on 
condition he not be identified, said assistant 
administrator John A. Todhunter and EPA 
general counsel Robert M. Perry were also 
resigning. 


TRIER, West Germany (AP) — The West 
German city of Trier on Thursday formally 
revoked the honorary citizenship it granted 
to Adolf Hitler nearly 50 years ago.

Currren, a doubles specialist who is doing 
increasingly well in singles, advanced into an 
all-South African quarterfinal against Eddie 
Edwards, who downed young American 
Mark Dickson 7-5, 7-6 in another action at 
Milan's Indoor Sports Palace. 

Curren, ranked 23rd in the ATP st an d in gs, 
scored his Erst win in Eve dashes against the 
Argentine, ranked fourth in the world and 
winner of the Cuore Cup last year. Was was 
in trouble against the determined South Afri- 
can from the first set, which he managed to 
win breaking Curren's serve in the 12th 
game. 

Curren relied on a powerful serve, fine vol- 
leys and backhand crossing shots and 
exploited some unforced mistakes by Was in 
the decisive thud set “I did not play very well 
and I was a bit nervous for some wrong calls 
by the referee in the crucial moments,” Was 
said after defeat. 

Curren said be was tired out after “an 
extremely tough match, which required a lot 
of concentration.” “I was confident from the 
very beginning and my confidence grew as I 
realized I was playing very well and I was 
causing big problems to Was,” he explained. 

In other second-round matches Thursday 
Swedish tennager Thomas Hogstedt scored 
another upset against Brazilian Marcos 
Hocevar. The 19-year-old Swede, a qualifier 
in the competition, defeated Hocevar 7-6, 
6-7, 6-2.

LONDON, March 25 (AFP) — A video 
company has offered eight million pounds for 
foe exclusive rights to screen English Foot- 
ball matches over the next two seasons. 

The offer was made to the league’s televi- 
sion sub-committee and w31 be discussed by 
foe fuD management committee next week. 
The money has been put up by Telejector, a 
video entertainment company, who are pre- 
pared to pay almost twice as much as the TV 
organizations. 

Telejector’ s plan is to show recordings of 
matches oo big screens in dubs, hospitals and 
schools. The huge financial bait is sure to 
tempt league chairmen, who last month 
rejected TV’s latest offer of 2.6 million 
pounds a year for one live match a week. 

Recordings of marches would be distri- 
buted to customers and shown two or three 
days after the matches had been played. The 


Telejector equipment is capable of receiving 
cable or satellite transmissions, so live- 
coverage of matches would also be a possibil- 
ity in foe future. 

Meanwhile, George Best has been tempted 
back into English soccer — by Third Division 
side Bournemouth whose new regime pulled 
off a deadline-beating transfer coop Thurs- 
day. 

On a day noted in the past for its financial 
excess, the English Third Division dub were 
one of foe few to make a cash gamble. Best, 
37 in two months time, last played in the 
football league in 1977 arid admitted: “I will 
probably be one of the lowest-paid players in 
the league.” 

The day's big money deal involved another

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LONG BEACH, March 25 (AFP) — The 
Brabham team have developed a new gadget 
for Nelson Piquet’s car to help the Brazilian 
overtake his rivals around the streets of Long 
Beach in Sunday’s United States West Grand 
Prix. 

Piquet will be able to increase the turbo- 
charge on his Brabham BMW engine to help 
him whizz past his rival and he can reduce foe 
charge again afterward to limit stress on foe 
engine. The 1981 world champion is confi- 
dent the little device is just what he needs to 
ensure his second successive victory in the 
new world championship season. 

He believes Brabham's new gadget and 
their success with mid-race refueling and tire 
changing has given him a head start on the 
other competitors. "Frankly, I think the 
Brazilian Grand Prix was the easiest victory 
of my career,” he said. 

“And I even think the=Loiig Beach track 
will support my car more than the 
Jacarepagua circuit," he added, confounding 
beliefs that the twists and turns would favor 
the lighter but. slower non-turbo cars. “The 


only problem wOl be the fact that it is very 
difficult to overtake here.” 

If Brabham’s gadget is a success, ft wiD be a 
further blow to Keke Rosberg of Finland, 
who is hoping to make use of his 
atmospheric-engined Saudia- Williams to 
avenge his disqualification from the Brazilian 
event on March 13. 

Two Americans will also try to bag the 
Grand Prix. In 1960 Ph3 Hill was the first 
American driver to win the World Formula 
One drivers’ championship. It was another 1 8 
years before Mario Andretti brought the title 
to the United States for the second time. 
Since then no American has won a Grand 
Prix. 

But the 1 983 championship sees two U.S. 
nationals — Eddie Cheever and Danny Sulli- 
van — determined to end that long period 
drought. And they will start with Sunday’s 
Grand Prix. 

The 25-year-old Cheever is no newcomer 
to foe high speed .world of the Grand Prix 
circuits, but this year he is driving for a more 
competitive team, Renault of France.

Meanwhile, South Korea’s Chang Jung- 
koo aims to settle an old score when he fights 
champion Hilario Zapata of P anama for the 
World Boxing Council (WBC) light- 
flyweight title in Taejon Saturday. 

Zapata beat Chang on points last Sep- 
tember in his first defense of the title he took 
from Japan's Tadashi Tomori in July.

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CHANGES IN BONN, PARISH 

The cabinets have been reshuffled in both France and neighboring 
West Germany, but already doubting voices have been asking 
whether the changes will make any difference. 

In the case of West Germany, eveiything is very much as before. 
The decision of Chancellor KohTs right-wing coalition partner, 
Franz Josef Strauss, to stay put in Bavaria has allowed the chancellor 
to puli together a cabinet team that is almost a carbon copy of its 
predecessor. Foreign Secretary Hans-Dietricb Genscher, the leader 
of the small Free Democratic Party, will remain at his post as does the 
other high profile Free Democrat in the cabinet. Count Otto Larnb- 
sdorff, the economics minister. 

There is, however, a perceptible rightward shift in this second of 
Herr KohTs cabinets. The Bavarian-based Christian Social Union 
which is much further to the right than the chancellor’s own Christian 


Democrats, is far more influential than before and in the behind- 
the-scenes negotiating that went on last week, the liberal Free 
Democrats had to fight hard against them to save some of the social 
reforms of the past 13 years. 

Nevertheless, though CSU ideas will make their presence felt in 
the liberals’ portfolios of economics and foreign policy, the fact 
re mains that, powerful though be may be. Hen Strauss failed in his 
boast that be would be given the foreign ministry and the vice 
chancellorship. Herr Kohl obviously prefers consensus to polariza- 
tion and extremism. 

In the case of France , the picture is very different, at least superfi- 
cially. The changes are profound, but whether they win have the 
desired effects President Mitterrand wants is another matter. These 
are a reduction in inflation and a cut in the foreign trade deficit 

The retention of Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy (who tends toward 
the left of the Socialist Party and who has been personally associated 
with much of the costly social welfare programs initiated in the past 
two years) must cast some doubt over whether any of the austerity 
measure planned (but still unannounced) will have much in the way 
of a bite. The fact that the economy minister, Jacques Delors, was not 
given the premiership for which he bad been widely tipped in the past 
fortnight or so can also be seen as an indication that austerity, which 
he advocates strongly, will not be that rigorously pursued. 

However, it is equally doubtful whether the battle to cut France’s 
trade deficit will be left to the sort of patriotic appeals to “buy 
French", such as was made by President Mitterrand on television 
Wednesday evening. 

Appeals such as these have never had much effect anywhere, as 
Britain’s Mrs. Thatcher knows only too well. The fact thatM. Delors 
— an economic realist and very much a “Social Democrat 1 ’ rather 
than a Socialist — is now No. 2 in the government (with another 
“Social Democrat”, Pierre Beregovoy, below him as No. 3idoes 
count for something as does the fact that the radical M. Cbevenement 
saw fit to quit 

M. Cbevenement wanted France to pull out of the European 
Monetary System and to see protectionism reintroduced. He res- 
igned as industry minister and refused the subsequent offer of the 
housing portfolio because he is not prepared to go along with cut- 
backs or any austerity measures. 

The question is just how much in the way of austerity does this, the 
rise — albeit stunted — of M. Delors and the resignation of M. 
Chevenement, indicate. It is still far too early to say but one cannot 
get away from a nagging feeling that Mitterrand is only tinkering with 
the whole issue, if the cabinet reshuffle is taken at face value, it seems 
that be still has not grasped the nettle. 

As for the issue of free trade, there will be many who will be Sony 
to see the departure of Michel Joubert from the ministry of foreign 
trade. His successor, Mme Edith Cresson who handled her last job as 
agriculture minister with verve and skill (though not very much tact) 
will be glad no longer to have to suffer the insults and attacks of 
France's perennially angry farmers. She win certainly be under less 
strain in her new position and should perform well. 

The Communists still remain as partners — though in line with the 
general slimdown there are only two in the cabinet now. It is, how- 
ever, considered only a matter of time before Mitterrand finally 
breaks with the ailing Communist Party. If they are not pushed, they 
may decide to jump, preferring to quit the government while there is 
still some honor left (using whatever austerity measures are intro- 
duced as the excuse) rather than continue to be humiliatingly pushed 
\around by the president y 



Delors emerges key figure in French shake-up

PARIS — 

Though Premier Pierre Mauroy retained the top 
job after this week’s shake-up of the French 
cabinet, it was Jacques Delon, the somber, 57- 
year-old finance minister, who emerged as the 
Socialist government’s key figure. 


At the other end of the scale, Research and 
Industry Minister Jean-Pierre Chevenement, 44. 
and not so long ago seen as a political comer, disap- 
peared from die government alter a serious disag- 
reement with President Francois Mitterrand. As 
France struggles to right a seriously listing 
economy, Mitterrand appears to have designated 
Mauroy as the coach of a new, tightly knit 15-man 
cabinet and turned to Delors to lead the team 
through the tough days ahead. 


Delors, a long-time technocrat and former high 
official at the Bank of France, has been minister of 
economy and finance since the Socialists and Com- 
munists came to power in spring of 1981. In the 
latest cabinet shuffle, he also took over responsibil- 
ity for the budget, which had been a separate post. 


Delors, together with Pierre Beregovoy, minister of 
social affairs, is at the top of the new cabinet list 
right after Mauroy, an indication of the importance 
Mitterrand attaches to his economic team in the 
face of a barrage of negative economic figures and 
the third devolution of the franc in 17 months. 

The president, in his televised speech Wednesday 
night, said the major issue facing France today is the 
three-front battle against unemployment, inflation 
and foreign trade deficits. 

There also are indications that Mauroy, who had 
said he would not preside over a third devaluation 
of the franc and is particularly uncomfortable with a 
policy of rigor and austerity, is content to let these 
two “superministertf’ assume responsibility for 
new, unpopular policies. The tenor of those policies 
is expected to be announced after a speical session 
of the new cabinet. 

Beregovoy, whose Ministry of Social Affairs 
involves such things as the national health service, 
retirement and aid to the handicapped and disad- 
vantaged, said Thursday he also will assume 
responsibility for health, labor and employment, 
though he will be assisted by deputy ministers. Both 
men are dose to Mitterrand and his support no 


doubt will be important in helping them to defeat 
currents within the Socialist Party and from the 
Communists opposed to austerity. The leftist daily 
Le Martin even went so far as to characterize Delors 
as the new “vice premier." 

Delors is an economist and long-time adviser to 
Mitterrand who once worked on the staff of Gaullist 
Premier Jacques Chaban-Delmas before joining 
the SodaJist Party. Beregovoy, 57, started in Mit- 
terrand's government in a non-ministerial post as 
secretary-general to the presidency. He joined the 
cabinet in 1982. 

Chevenement. a former trade specialist in the 
diplomatic service, was a national secretary of the 
Socialist Party and Mitterrand's political adviser 
during the 1981 presidential campaign. It was he 
who authored the '“Socialist project" which became 
Mitterrand's election platfonn. 

Chevenement is a leader of the Ceres group 
which is the left wing of the Sodalist Party. He had 
been one of the president’s closest confidants and as 
minister of research and industry, was charged with 
overseeing Mitterrand’s nationalization program. 
But it was mainly his dealings with the nationalized 
companies that eventually led to disgrace and 


downfall. After the announcement of the new 
cabinet Tuesday night, when Chevenemenf s name 
was conspicuously missing, he released a surprise 
statement saying be had 20 days earlier submitted 
his resignation to the president “foQowmg disag- 
reements that had appeared about the methods and 
conception of government action.” 


Chevenement, also a proponent of withdrawal 
from the European Monetary System and adoption 
of further protectionist measures, apparently suc- 
ceeded in irritating the president on several occa- 
sions. After a group of directors of nationalized 
companies lunched with Mitterrand in January and 
complained about Che vene mem's interference, the 
president issued a public rebuke, warning against 
“excessive bureaucracy” and meddling in industrial 
affairs. 


Cbevenement also dashed publicly with Delors 
over the industry ministers idea for creation of a 
nationalized investment bank, something Delors 
regarded as unnecessary. In the end. he lost, and 
saw his ministry turned over to the sharp, 36-year- 
old Laurent Fabrus, another Mitterrand protege 
whose budget ministry went to Delors. (AP) 


Helmut Kohl asserts, skillfully outmaneuvers Strauss

BONN — 

West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl, seri- 
ously underestimated by friend and foe, has 
emerged as the dominant figure from talks on his 
new coalition government. 

He has shaped his new three-party team in record 
time and skillful ly outmaneuvered his right-wing 
Bavarian rival, Franz Josef Strauss, political anal- 
ysts and commentators said. This represents a 
remarkable transformation in Kohl, who just over a 
month ago was being referred to by officials of his 
Christian Democratic (CDU) Party as a political 
liability during the campaign for the March 6 gen- 
eral elections. 

KohTs often stiff and colorless image was blamed 
for the revival of the opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD) under their articulate and self-confident 
candidate for chancellor, Hans-Jocben Vogel. 


Political analysts say Kohl has quickly shown who is 
boss since his election victory, when the CDU and 
its fellow conservative Christian Social Union 
(CSU) led by Strauss almost won an overall major- 
ity. 

When the 67-year-old Strauss made his surprise 
demand for a post in the new cabinet just before 
coalition talks started on March 14, it seemed that 
Kohl was in for a real battle. It was hard to resist 
Strauss' claim that as chairman of the CSU. which 
after the elections replaced the liberal Free Democ- 
rats (FDP) as the second largest coalition party, he 
should naturally be allowed to pick his own post in 
the government. It was no secret that he wanted the 
foreign minister's job held by the PDFs leader 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher since 1974. 


But not only did Kohl stand firmly behind 
Genscher, he also told Strauss he could not have 
either of the other two ministries he fancied — 


economics or finance. Straoss announced last Mon- 
day that he would remain as state premier in 
Bavaria, an office which he said was more impor- 
tant than any of the Bonn ministries available to 
him, even with the additional position of vice chan- 
cellor offered by Kohl. His comment convinced few 
outside Bavaria. 

Not only did Koh) make it plain he could not have 
his pick of cabinet posts but he also told Strauss he 
would not tolerate delaying tactics interfering with 
his schedule formal election as chancellor by the. 
Bundestag (lower house) on March 29, political 
sources said. 

Strauss presented a 27-page document demand- 
ing a right-wing turn in foreign policy, notably in 
eastern Europe and Africa, but Kohl and Genscher 
steered the negotiations away from details. 
Throughout, the irrepressible Genscher quietly 
taunted Strauss, knowing that KohTs policy was to 
fend him off by asserting that the electorate had 


-voted for a continuation; of “a coalition- of the 
. center,” analysts said. 

With the issue resolved! the coalition parties con- 
cluded their negotiations after only seven days of 
negotiations — the speediest on record according to 
veteran political observers. Although important 
foreign policy differences remain between Strauss 
and Genscher, Kohl has succeeded in getting the 
three parties to ratify agreements on broad policy 
outlines. 


Strauss has said he will continue to play an essen- 
tial role in the government. But analyse said that 
with the three parties agreed on general policy, he 
will have less room to maneuver. 


The general secretary of his Christian Soci alist 
Union, Edmund Stoiber, claimed “magnificent 
results for his party in the coalition in that it now 
has five ministers against the FOP’S three. But the 
party emerged with few plums. (R) 


Andropov yet to make up mind on reforms 


MOSCOW — 

After nearly five months of Yuri Andropov, the 
Soviet people are still not sure in which direction 
their new Communist Party chief plans to lead 
them. 

Foreign Andropov-watchers are equally uncer- 
tain whether the 68-year-old former security police 
boss can force through domestic changes, and more 
important, whether he really wants to. Andropov, 
when he was appointed party general secretary in • 
succession to Leonid Brezhnev last November, 
gave the impression of a man determined to get the 
country moving again after a period of stagnation. 

But despite an initial flurry of dismissals, the pace 
of change has been far slower than most people 
expected. Compared with his predecessor, 
Andropov shuns the limeligh t — a paradox in a 
political system where high visibility has tradition- 
ally been a sign of power. Some foreign analysts 
believe he has run up against Kmits to extending his 
personal authority, citing as proof his failure to 
assume the still-vacant office of Soviet bead of 


state. 


These analysts argue that Andropov’s plans for 
change have been blocked by Politburo colleagues 
who prefer the status quo of the Brezhnev era. 
Others believe that Andropov is merely taking his 
time, and that the Soviet political process makes no 
provision for the kind of dynamic “first hundred 
days” which newly elected American presidents 
traditionally promise. 

There are some who believe, on the evidence of 
Andropov’s first few months, that he has no real 
desire to reform the existing system and that bis 
relatively advanced age will make him a caretaker 
leader in Soviet history. Soviet officials and ordi- 
nary citizens tend to project their own wishful think- 
ing onto Andropov and see him in various guises. 
Some see him as a strong leader in the Russian 
tradition, who will bring back law and order and 
crack down on crime and corruption. Others see 
him as a closet liberal who will introduce 
Himgarian-style reforms and make the Soviet 
economy work more rationally. 


Ideological conservatives, on the other band, see 
him as a man who will uphold the importance of 
Marxist- Leninist theory against pragmatic refor- 
mers. Andropov's first policy step was to launch a 
campaign for tighter work discipline, reinforcing his 
image as a hard-line supporter of law and order. 
The campaign struck a popular chord at first but 
was soon scaled back. 

The party magazine Konmomst this month criti- 
cized managers who had adopted “punitive meas- 
ures” against first-time offenders instead of trying 
to educate them. “This is a policeman's approach to 
the problems of the Soviet economy and cannot 
produce any lasting results,"one foreign diplomat 
commented. 

Andropov has also launched a drive for greater 
ideological conformity in the arts, especially in the 
theater, but Soviet cultural figures say they are used 
to such campaigns and see no real threat of a lasting 
crackdown. 

In agriculture, there are signs that Andropov has 
by contrast decided to force throu gh a radical policy 


initiative which could have long-lasting results. On 
the Soviet Union's giant collective and state farms, 
production will be subcontracted to work g angs 
ranging in size from three or four to 100 persons. 

This system has existed successfully in some areas 
for years, but there has been strong resistance to it 
from farm bosses and bureaucrats. The system is 
supposed to improve output by 20 to 30 percent and 
cut costs because the work gangs are paid according 
to the amount of grain or milk they produce. 

The new policy, more radical than the “food 
program” approved by the party leadership last 
May under Brezhnev, dearly has Andropov’s back- 
ing. The party leader, however, has so far left the 
main role in announcing it to Mikhail Gorbachov, 
the centra] committee secretary for agriculture. 

As far as the rest of the economy is concerned, 
the signs are that Andropov has yet to make up his 
mind whether major reforms are needed. Under 
Brezhnev, even the word “refo r m” was harmed 



from the official vocabulary in favor of “further 
perfection” and other euphemisms. (R) 


Philippines’ progress 


Sir, 


My countryman J. Nicdao (Arab News , March 
16) has written about conditions, in the Philippines. 
While I appreciate his initiative in informing our 
countrymen in the Kingdom on what he alleges is 
happening there, I cannot keep silent as a Filipino 
and wish to challenge what he has written to remove 
the notion that the great majority of the Filipinos 
are living under deplorable and extremely depre- 
ssed conditions. 

Mr. Nicdao has belittled and mocked the prog- 
ram of development of President Marcos and high- 
lighted the foreign debts of the Philippines under 
hfa administration, as if it is a problem only for the 
Philippines, showing his lack of knowledge of inter- 
national affairs. 

While President Marcos may have committed 
some excesses, the fact remains that he has initiated 
infrastructure projects in Metro Manila and other 
regions in the Philippines more than any of his 
predecessors. He has given greater impetus to the 
land reform program designed to give the poor 
farmers lands of their own to remove the shackles of 
economic bondage that had stunted their economic 
growth for centuries. It would be unfair to say that 
these “grandoise” projects came into being just to 
cater to the “whims and caprices of the rich” 

A greater majority of the Filipinos especially 


those living in the rural areas, are benefited directly 
or indirectly by this program of development. They 
would, like myself, disagree with Mr. Nicdao, for 
they are enjoying the boons of rural electrification, 
irrigation, more roads and bridges, health center, 
liberal credit facilities, cottage industries, increased 
food production, speedy travel and communication. 

One has only to visit the rural areas in the Philip- 
pines and see for himself how the common Filipinos 
live in peace and contentment. Tins is a far cry from 
their living conditions of the past. If this is not 
enough, let the visitor go to Manila, the capital, and 
other urban areas, where recreation centers and 
supermarkets are filled with people relaxing and 
enjoying life. These would rebut what Mr. Nicdao 
had written. 

The Philippines is not the only country in the 
world which is saddled with debts. Mexico, Ven- 
ezuela and other oil producing countries in Africa, 
Middle East, Europe and the East, and other 
developing countries of the world, are also indebted 
to world banking institutions to the tune of billions 
of dollars. As a matter of fact, some of them have 
applied or are applying to reschedule payments 
because of financial difficulties. Happily, the 
Philippines has not used this option. Indeed, the 
Philippines and other countries similarly situated, 
have to make the sacrifice for this as the price of 
progress. They have to resort to foreign credit 
primarily to improve their economies, strengthen 
their defenses against foreign aggression to keep 


freedom alive and secure, and to be able to meet 
mounting public expenditures, engendered by 
increasing population. The w illingness of the LT.S., 
the World Bank-IMF and other foreign lenders to 
extend additional loans to the Philippines is incon- 
trovertible proof that they have complete faith in 
the future of the Philippines and in its ability to 
repay its loans wi thin the time frame. 

Mr. Nicdao and 1 did not flee to the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia to work just to keep our families 
“alive." “To keep our families alive" implies 
extreme difficulties, nay, perhaps near absence of 
the basic necessities to sustain life. If this is so, then 
why would our countrymen in the Philippines who 
are not abroad, chose to remain and work there? 
The reason is simple. They are contented to work in 
the Philippines, and live within their means com- 
fortably without starving. Mr. Nicdao and I “fled" 
to Saudi Arabia because we have grandoise plans 
for the future of our respective families which can 
only be realized in the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
because of greater employment opportunities. This 
is not because of extreme economic difficulties 

The Philippines is not yet experiencing soup 
lines. A Filipino would only starve in his own land if 
Ke cToes not want to help himself. No one gets 
starved in the Philippines if he is resourceful and 
willing to work.

Bangladesh: the land of sublime grace, mellow fruitfulness 
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Special to Arab News 


DHA KA — Bangladesh is a land of scenic beauty. This green 
country spreads between the eastern Himalayas and the Bay of 
Bengal like a many-splendored tapestry. Bangladesh which over the 
centuries has witnessed many convulsions and rebellions, endless 
battles against political and mercantile marauders, and nature's rav- 
ages and man-made calamities became independent in 1971. 

The first to settle in this ancient land was the Austro- Asians to be 
followed by. the Dravidian migrants from West India. Subsequent 
centuries saw the Aryans pouring into this tranquil plains found- 

ing settlements. After the Aryans, came the Mongolians from Tibet 
and Burma. Then came the Arabs, the Persians, the Turks and the 
Afghans. And finally, the Portuguese, and the English. The land of 
Bangladesh absorbed everyone and from a savant to an invader, from 
a pirate to a colonial settler, everyone, was transformed, as if by the 
touch of a magic wand, to become part of a ho m o ge nous mono- 
lingual people imbued with the rare quality of forbearance, love and 
compassion. No other land in the world has ever blended so many 
different peoples and their diverse cultures to produce so angular a 
nation. 

Except for some hiQ formations in the eastern region, almost the 
entire land mass of 55,126 square miles of the country can be ^rieH 
fiat and alluvial. A delta of the mighty Ganges-Brahmaputra system 
of rivers, Bangladesh with its green and yellow paddy fields, clusters 
of homesteads shadowed by big sprawling trees »*»d stretches of 
mighty rivers with boats donning colorful sails is a land of sublime 
graceand mellow fruitfulness. 

Located in the northeastern region of the South Asian subconti- 
nent and bounded by India on three sides — east, north and west — 
and by Burma on the southeast, Bangladesh is the largest deltaic 
region in the world. In the south lies the Bay of Bengal and to the

northeast lies the broad mass of tbe Assam Range on the Shillong 
plateau. The Himalayas lie close to tbe boundary in the northwest. 
More than 85 percent of the area is flat alluvial plain crisscrossed by 
the mighty Padma, Meghna, Jamuna and their innumerable 
tributaries and distributaries. These rivers are an important part of 
the physical environment of Bangladesh and play a very significant 
role in the life of the people. They provide cheap means of transport, 
serve as drainage channels and ensure an abundant supply of fish. 
These rivers, above all, deposit on tbe land every year an enormous 
quantity of fertilizing sand and silt 

Apart from the forested hill tracts along tbe eastern borders, tbe 
southwestern part is covered by the dense tropical forest, tbe Sun- 
darbans, known for its natural beauty and wildlife. 

Primarily a rural country, 85 percent of the population of Banglad- 
esh live in villages. Agriculture is tbe main occupation of the people. 
Despite recurring natural disasters the land is endowed with fertility 
yields. Tillers roll in hopes that swing around the spike of paddy, the 
stalk of bean and the stick of jute. Bangladesh is the producer of the 
world’s finest quality jute varieties. There are 77 jute mills in the 
country. 

Tea comes next to jute in importance as an exportable farm pro- 
duce. The lower slopes of the hills in Sylhet and Chittagong offer 
ideal conditions for production of tea. There are 151 tea gardens in 
the country growing over 82 million pounds of tea a year for home 
consumption and export. The northern and northeastern areas of the 
country produce a special variety of tobacco. Varieties of pulses, 
sugarcane and various seasonal fruits and vegetables are also grown 
in large quantities in all parts of the country. Bangladesh has recently 
emerged as a sugar-exporting country. 

More than 90 percent of Bangladesh's 90 milli on are Muslims. 
Islam's earlier contacts with Bangladesh date back as to as far as 7th 
century when Arab traders visited the coastal areas of south India 
and east-southern Bengal. Along with these traders came innumer- 
able Muslim missionaries, who spread throughout tbe length and 
breadth of the country. A group of Islamic preachers led by Hadrat 
Mamun and Hadrat Muhaimen visited Bengal during the Caliphate 
of Umar Farup. Another group, cansisting of Hadrat Hamid uddin. 
Hadrat Hasem Uddin, Hadrat Murtaza, Hadrat Abdullah and Had- 
rat Abu Taleb, soon followed them. Five such groups came to Bang- 
ladesh one after another. 

These preachers lived in villages and tried to preach Islam in the 
native language of the people as for as possible. They led a simple life, 
stood by foe oppressed people of this country in their joy and sorrow 
and demonstrated a human brotherhood quite new to the caste- 
ridden society. The teeming millions accepted the new faith in hun- 
dreds and thousands. All this began to happen long before Muslim 
rule was established in this country. It was mainly foe simple and 
idealistic life of these missionaries and their sincere humanitarian 
services which attracted the suffering humanity to the new religion. 

To quote T.V. Arnold, “in Bengal the Muslim missionaries were 
welcomed with open arms by foe aborigines and the low castes on foe 
very outskirts of Hinduism, despised and condemned by their proud 
Aryan rulere. To these poor people, fishermen, hunters, pirates and 
low caste tillers of the soil, Islam came as a revelation from on high." 
The Preaching of Edam. 

There lies a long gap of 1 ,400 years between the day Islam made its 
first contact with Bengal up to the emergence of Bangladesh as the 
second largest Muslim state of tbe world in 1971. And this long 
course of Bangladesh history has always been influenced by Islam in 
one way or foe other. The Bangladesh that we see today is much more 
a creation of Islam than of any other force or factor. Although 
Muslim rule lasted over this territory for much shorter period than in 
many other lands of the world, Islam has penetrated quite deeply into 
tbe body politic of Bangladesh. 

This will explain why religious values and institutions continue to 
play a vital role in shaping the cultural heritage of Bangladesh. The 
society in Banglagesh has grown around mosques built up spontane- 
ously by people through their voluntary efforts. Early Muslim 
preachers who spread the message of Islam from their Khan as 
encouraged the setting up of mosques, Madrasas, Musa fir khanas 
(free rest houses for travelers) and Langarkhanas (free kitchens for 
the poor). Ancient mosques, and monuments of historic importance 
abound in Bangladesh and are still considered the spiritual nerve 
centers of the nation. Dhaka, the capital of Bangladesh which was 
built during the rule of Mogul Emperor Jahengir, is virtually a city of 
mosques. 

During the Muslim rule which ran into almost six hundred years 
foe people of the soil lived most happily and the feme of their 
prosperity spread throughout the length and breadth of the globe. 
Sonargaon of Bangladesh provide the best institution for Hadith 
education in the thirteenth century at a time when it did not exist 
even in Delhi. Muslin, tbe famous linen, produced during Mus- 
limjrule was exported even to Europe. Sultan Gias uddin Azam Shah, 
the ruler of Bengal sent monetary aid to Arabia. Muslim preachers 
established their base in Bangladesh for preaching Islam in southeast 
Asian countries like MaJecca (Malaysia) and Jave (Indonesia). 

Bangladesh people's sense of solidarity with the Muslim world has 
been quite deep and abiding. During the Balkan war when Turkey 
faced one of foe most crucial phases of her history Bangladeshi poet 
Syed Ismail Hossain Shiraji led a volunteer corps in aid of Turkey. 
Bangladesh has always given unhesitating support to foe Palestinian 
cause. Bangladeshis have fought stoutly shoulder to shoulder with 
their Arab brothers in different wars against Israel. 

Bangladesh people's deep attachment to all that is Islamia has 
been reflected in their literature as well. It may be recalled that foe 
Bengali language and literature in its infancy got maximum Patron- 
age from Muslim rulers and preachers. They did at a time when 
Hindu priests and intellectuals tried their best to impose Sanskrit on 
the unwilling masses at the cost of their mother tongue, Bengali. 

Ibis, then, is the heritage of Islam which Bangladesh is carrying 
forward with great pride and deep faith. 


Spanish on the way out in Philippines

MANILA (AP) — Philippine officials are 
debating whether to repeal or retain a law 
that requires college students to study Span- 
ish — a language few Filipinos ever learn to 
speak. 

The debate itself is being carried on in 
either English or Pfli-pino, which have con- 
quered foe language Spain tried to impose 
du ring 300 years of colonization. 

Spanish remains an official^ l anguag e and 
hay been required in schools since 1952, but 
is now rarely used except by the country's 
oldest aristocracy. 

President Ferdinand E. Marcos' cabinet 
las t week proposed to retain Spanish as a 
mandatory subject in law, diplomacy and his- 
tory but would make it optional in commerce, 
medidne and other sciences. The comprom- 
ise was worked out after the National 
Assembly’s education committee tabled a bill 
to repeal the 1952 law requiring aD college 
students to complete 12 units of Spanish. 

Tbe law adds an extra linguistic burden in a 
country where literacy is high and where 
every educated person speaks at least two 
and more likely three languages — English, 
Pflipmo, and the native tongue. 

While the compromise is expected to be 
popular with the country’s more than one 
million college students, it does not please 
local Hispanists, who view tbe compulsory 
lessons as the government’ s only contribution 
to preserving the Philippines’ Spanish roots. 

“This is a sugar-coated way of doing away 
with Spanish,” says Guillermo Gomez Riv- 


era, vice president of foe 4,000-strong 
National Federation of Professors in Spanish. 
“It fools no one. It is a very bad move which 
will have repercussions in foe Spanish- 
speaking world.” 

Amelita Cafuya, a fourth-year journalism 
student at the University of Santo Tomas, 
welcomed the government’s proposal as “the 
practical thing to do." 

“The country was under Spain for more 
than 300 years," she said. “Isn't that enough? 
It’s about time we did away with this bon- 
dage. It’s irrelevant. Who needs Spanish? I 
hate it and most other students also detest it." 

Like millions of Filipinos forced to study 
Spanish before her. Miss Caluya hasn't 
acquired any proficiency in the language . 
And even if she had, she’d find little oppor- 
tunity or need to use it. 

Of the 50 million Filipinos, only about 
750,000 speak Spanish. Most Filipinos com- 
municate in English or Filipino, both man- 
datory subjects from grade school through 
college, or through dozens of local dialects. 

S pain ruled foe Phitippines from foe mid- 
dle of the 16th century until the turn of foe 
19th, when it ceded the islands to the United 
States following the Spanish- American War. 
When Washington granted tbe Philippines 
independence in 1946, English bad uprooted 
Spanish. 

Substantial traces of Spanish, however, 
remain in words borrowed by the dialects, 
folk dances, foe country’s architecture and 
even its food. Most Filipinos also bear Span- 
ish names as do many of their towns and 
provinces. 


Despite their dwindling numbers, Hispan- 
ics still wield a mighty influence. They indude 
some of the country's most successful 
businessmen who find allies in the embassies 
of Spain and Latin American countries. 

The 1973 revised Philippine constitution 
did away with Spanish as an official language. 
But diplomatic strings were pulled and within 
months Marcos issued a decree reinstating 
Spanish as foe third official language. 

Marcos said many vital documents, includ- 
ing land deeds and historical accounts, would 
have to be translated before Spanish could be 
dropped. 

In announcing the proposed new legisla- 
tion, Education Minister Onofre D. Corpuz 
said it would include unspecified measures to 
strengthen Spanish reaching. 

Neither Spanish nor Latin American dip- 
lomats have had any official comment on the 
proposed change although the government 
claims they are enthusiastic about the pros- 
pects of improving the quality of Spanish 
instruction. 

Some observers feel a repeal of the law 
would cause a lessening of Latin American 
affection for foe Philippines, which is based 
partly on the prominence Spanish is given 
under Philippine law. 

“On tbe one hand, the compromise would 
seem better for Spanish, but on the other, you 
can’t really teD what the future of Spanish will 
be m rhis country,” said a diplomat from a 
Spanish-speaking country who declined to be 
identified. “At least they’re keeping Spanish 
in some- courses,” she said adding “It would 
be nice if the law were retained.'’

LBJ’s knack for appointments recalled

WASHINGTON — Increasingly, it seems, 
people want to know more about Lyndon 
Baines Johnson. Several books have recently 
been released, at least one of them a best 
seller in the United States. As a footnote to 
history, 1 would like to suggest that no presi- 
dent, Republican or Democrat, probably 
eve** interviewed a candidate fora job like tbe 
late President Johnson. James McGregor 
Bums, the historian, once tokl President 
Johnson that his presidential appointments 
would win high marks for excellence from 
historians. I hope they do. 1 also feel that foe 
president’s techniques in personnel recruit- 
ment were so unusual that they are worthy of 
being recorded. 

I am not sure what I expected when, with- 
out calculation or design, I became a candi- 
date for a White House appointment. What 
standards would be applied, what catechism 
would confront me, I found hard to imagine. 
Civil Serviuce Chairman John Macy had not 
chosen me from among 1 0,000,000 to be rep- 
resentative woman in the White House, nor 
had my name, so far as I knew, been submit- 
ted to any computer’s test As a single woman 
who free-lanced her way around foe world — 
living, for awhile, on a Chinese junk and a tug 
on foe Amazon and consorting with some 
odd and wondrous types — I had presumed 
that the president would subject me to an 
ordeal of character analysis and stem 
scrutiny. 

I sensed chat my talents, my dedication to 
public service, my loyalty to the country and 
president and my enthusiasm for foe Great 
Society would undergo thorough inquiry. As 
a reporter on the White House beat, I had 
seen the president size up other men. 

My “CalT to High Duty came like this: 

One minute till ten on a warm Saturday 
morning in August 1965, my apartment 
phone rang. It was Jim Jones, then assistant 
to Presidential Special Assistant Marvin 
Watson. Could I be at foe White House at 
1 1? I was at the White House southeast gate 
by 10:40 a.m., which gave me time to stroll in 
a nearby park, briefly, comparing my disor- 
dered thoughts and spirit. 

Walking into Watson’s office I heard him 
say: “He wants to see you.” The “HE" was 
reverently capitalized in in Watson’s voice. 

Soon, I heard a door open and the words — 
“Come in. Sister.” and I reflected on his use 
of the word “Sister.” He led me into his smal- 
lest of offices, an anteroom off tbe corridor 
leading \q foe famous Oval office, and dub- 
bed by some of his aides as a “Think Tank.” 

I sat on a small sofa, opposite the president, 
seated in a large green executive chair that 
moved on roflers. We were “eyeball to 
eyeball," and I reminded myself to try not to 
blink. “My people tell me..." he began. I 
made a mental note to let him do most of the 
railrin g and this I since learned was what 
would most naturally transpire. 

His “people" had told him they wanted me 
to work as a writer at tbe White House. His 
“people" were for foe most part, in this case, 
Horace Busby, a speech writer. Then I heard 
a barrage of questions fired as from an auto- 
matic rifle. 

“Where were you boro — V 

This was the first question I always asked 


Texas servicemen when I interviewed them 
by the thousands overseas, in preparing 
“home town” stories for a dozen Texas pap- 
ers. The editors would take almost any story, 
just so it was about a Texan. 

We got past Lubbock, the Avakmce - 
Journal , tbe Foil Worth Star -Telegram and 
on to the Houston Post and the Washington 
Bureau. He was particularly interested in 
how many people Mis. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
the owner of foe Pod, kept in Washington. 

Like most Americans, he seemed intrigued 
with quantity rather than quality. Then: 
“How old are you — V 
1 lopped off one year, then realized I 
shouldn’t be lying to foe president. 

"Are you married — ?” 

Hardly waiting for the “no” he rushed on: 
“What are your problems?” 

At that particular moment I felt I was an 
uncomplicated happy person who had no 
problems, and in this vein I replied. 

“Are you in love — ? ” came next While I 
stalled lie continued: 

“Is the reason you’re not married because 
you put career over home — 7” I said, as I 
would to a friendly psychiatrist, that I had 
always wanted children but that my life had 
not worked out that way. In my interview, I 
had no time to reflect how, in his role of 
personnel manager, he appraised my being 
single or married, in or out of love, or having 
a sad or happy disposition. 

"How fast” foe president next asked, “can 
you pack a bag?” This sent Okamoto, the 
White House photographer, into guffaws of 
laughter, and even the president, pleased by 
my perplexity, also roared in laughter. 

Suddenly, as I strained in suspense about 
what other standards he might apply, I heard 
myself raised to the level of foe Very Impor- 
tant Person. 

“Do you have a little time — 7" he asked 
solicitously. The interview had been going on 
about an hour already. 

We walked to foe presidential Oval Office, 
where President Johnson strode to a large 
mahogany desk brought with him from the 
Senate. 

“Stand here by me,” foe president said as 
he picked up a sheaf of letters for his signa- 
ture. He showed me long paragraphs and

stilted sentences. He had refused to sign them 
because they were not written m simple lan- 
guage. 

I waited to be dismissed. Then, “I'm going 
to take you over to the mansion .” 

As I started walking, his cross examination 
continued: 

"You’re a little overweigh;, aren’t you?" 

"No, I don’t think I'm overweight,” I told 
him. (I stand five feet, three inches, and had 
just returned from a reporter’s assignment in 
Vietnam where I shed 10 pounds, down from 
1 28 to 1 1 8). 1 said I was healthy and that I felt 
good and thought myself “just right.” We 
passed foe French glass doors leading to tbe 
Rose Garden, where so many hail -and - 
farewell ceremonies have been held for chiefs 
of state and other visitors. 

Taking foe elevator up to the mansion, the 
president (1 ) checked his receding hairline in 
a small wall mirror (2) combed his hair, (3) 
winked at me and (4) told foe operator, ’Tm 
going over to show Mrs. Johnson what I 
picked upP 

Stepping off the elevator, we walked to a 
room where we encountered foe first lady, in 
a turquoise shift, along with an Uriah Heep 
type artist. A portrait of LBJ’s Gather stood 
on an easel. The artist nervously hoped foe 
president liked his work. “Can you flatten his 
hair?” the president asked. The artist agreed 
to try. Meanwhile taking me by tbe hand, he 
stalked out toward Luca's room. I pried my 
hand loose and went back to tell Mrs. John- 
son goodbye, and foe president waited. In a 
corridor he stopped to point to a photograph 
of him with John Conn ally: “This is me with 
the governor," he said, making the governor 
sound more prestigious than foe president, as 
indeed some die-hard Texans are still pre- 
pared to believe is true. 

Leaving Luo's room, we returned to foe 
elevator. The president again inspected his 
receding hairline, reoombed his hair, and we 
walked toward foe West Wing office. He 
slowed, seemingly deep in thought. 

“Have you seen the sw immin g pool?" 

I said I had already seen it 

We walked back to his Oval office, passing 
along the outside walk, by the rose garden. 
He took in foe fresh air and noted foe bright, 
lovely, almost painfully beautiful day. “I 
could not sleep. Up until 3 a.m. — Counting 
the dead,” he said, referring to Vietnam. The 
then Undersecretary of State George Ball 
waited by the Oval office. “Do you know 
Grace HalseD?” the president asked. Ball 
gave me a bright, friendly smile. 

“Now” the president told me, “you go 
home...and...wait. You will get a message.” 
Again getting up dose, and eyeball to 
eyeball, the president indicated that his deci- 
sion, made in his role of personnel manager, 
had been made, that he and I knew what this 
decision was, and be informed me not so 
much by his words as by the look in his eye 
and his fins handshake. 

So, I was “called" — and started to work a 
couple of weeks later. And stayed, as White 
House staff writer, for three years. 

The prediction of the historian, James 
McGregor Burns, — that President Johnson 
will win high marks in history for his 
appointments — may have some validity. I 
leave experts on personnel any judgment on 
his interviewing techniques.

Caracas seeks 
debt moratorium 

CARACAS, March 25 (AFP) — Ven- 
ezuela has asked for a 90-day delay in the 
payment erf short-term foreign debts totalling 
between $4 billion and S5 billion informed 
sources have said here. 

Venezuela's total short-term debts of S10 
billion are currently being renegotiated by 
Finance Minister Arturo Sosa, who visited 
New York last week for talks with leading 
international banks. 

The moratorium request does not involve 
such debts as those guaranteed by interna- 
tional bodies like the International 
Development Bank, or those carrying float- 
ing interest rates. 

Venezuela's total foreign debt amount 
officially to $20 billion, but government 
sources put it at more than $34 billion — 
around 10 percent of the $300 billion total 
owed by Latin.

Egypt gets $122m ' 
loan from Japan 

TOKYO, March 25 (R) — Japan is lending 
Egypt 29.1 billion yeri($I22 million) to help 
finance water supply, irrigation and electric 
power projects, the foreign ministry has said. 

The two countries exchanged documents 
in Cairo Wednesday on the hew credit as well 
as grant aid of 1.7 billion yen ($7 million) the' 
ministry said. 

The latest credit will bring Japan's low- 
interest yen credits to Egypt to 231.8 billion 
yen ($974 million) since 1973, it said. 

The latest loan will be repayable over 30 
years, including a 10-year grace period, with 
interest of 3.5 percent annually, the ministry 
said. The grant aid will be used to finance a 
farm machinery leasing plan and a university 
radiation research project.

BAGHDAD, March 25 (AP) — Foreign workers have begun to 
stream out of Iraq after a construction boom fizzled because of the 
war with Iran and foiling oil prices. Western diplomats say. 

At the height of the boom last summer, there were more than two 
million foreign workers who made up more than half of the nation's 
labor force and 1 .5 milli on Egyptians alone accounted for nearly 10 
percent of the total population. 

These workers sent home about $3 billion to $4 billion annually in 
remittances and symbolized President Saddam Hussein's policy of 
pressing ahead with development in spite of the war. 

Now, the departure lounge of Baghdad Airport is crowded with 
Pakistanis in traditional baggy pants and Egyptians in ‘galabiya' 
robes. There are few new arrivals to replace them. 

“The number of foreign workers has been dropping sharply." said 
one Western diplomat, who said precise figures on the decline were 
not available. 

One hotel worker from the Philippines said under a new regulation 
that took effect last December, the government cut back the hard 
currency portion of his salary from 75 percent to 60 percent. “It is 
now taking more than a month to transfer even this and it’s causing 
hardship for ray family back home " said the worker, who declined 
use of his name foT fear of losing his job. 

Iraqi dinars are worth $3 2 at the official rate, but outside Iraq and 
on the black market they are worth only about half that amount. 

In a further sign of the economic pinch, the government has let no 
new contracts, delayed payments for work already completed, foiled 
to publish the national budget for 1983, and reduced the amount of 
currency foreign work ers ca n take out of the country.

Iraq's main source of income is from oil through a pipeline that 
runs through Turkey, carrying about 700,000 to 800,000 barrels a 
day. A project to expand the Turkish line’s capacity to over the 
million barrels daily will take about 18 months. “Even if they get the 
capacity of the pipe increased it may just balance the drop in prices" 
from $34 to $29 a barrel, said the diplomat. 

“The Iraqis were trying to do too much. The war is costing about 
51 billion a month, oQ prices have dropped and so have exports. At 
the same time the Arab Gulf states are tired of spending money to 
buOd conference places here.” said another diplomat

WASHINGTON, Match 25 (Agencies) —

' [French inflation needs curbing 

Regan predicts sunny days 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (R) — U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Donald Regan has pre- 
dicted brighter economic days ahead for most 
of the industrial powers, but said France must 
conquer its inflation problem to keep the 
franc from tumbling further. 

“I happen to think that the OECD (Organ- 
ization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development) will probably raise their ideas 
of what’s going to happen to the world recov- 
ery,” Regan sakLThe OECD has predicted 
that the global economy will expand by 1.5 
percent this year, after discounting the 
effects of inflation. But in a wide-ranging 
interview with the managing director of Reut- 
ers, Glen Renfrew, Regan said he expected 
the OECD to raise its forecasts for the world 
recovery to 2.5 percent 

He said the United States, Britain, Japan 
and West Germany would all “be in the plus 
column” this year as far as economic growth 
was concerned. “Now, if we are all going one 
way as tire major industrial powers,_we can- 


not have France going the other way without 
having reverberations in the currency (die 
French franc),” he said. 

“They (the Mitterrand government) have 
to get their inflation down or their currency is 
going to continue to be weak,” Regan added 
during the interview. 

In a televised speech to the French people 
Thursday, President Mitterrand said he 
would not turn his back on the Western allies 
and their demands for more coordinated 
economic policy among the industrial coun- 
tries. 

But at the same time Mitterrand urged the 
French people to buy more French goods, 
work harder and save more. On another sub- 
ject, Regan said be thought the worst of the 
international debt crunch was over. “We are 
past the crisis stage,” he said. 

But Regan said that slumping world oil

Reagan, and pointed out that since 
December 1981, two companies have had to 
shut down.

Dollar improves, gold eases 

LONDON, March 25 (AP) — The U.S. 


dollar made gains against key European 
currencies in early trading Friday, pushing 
the weakened British pound down to near 
its record trading low of $1.4565. Gold 
prices eased. 

The American currency, which dipped 
Monday, was boosted as seesawing U.S. 
interest rates rose, making the dollar more 
attractive to investors. The pound, depre- 
ssed by the dollar’s strength and uncertainty 
over oil prices, opened in London at_ 
$1.4585 and hovered in moderate trading 
just above Thursday' s all-time trading low. 
It cost $1.46975 to buy one pound late 
Thursday. 

The German mark, valued upward by 5 
percent in Monday's European Monetary 
System realignment, remained weak. The 
Dutch guilder, which is also normally one of 
Europe’s stronger currencies, also softened 
while the more vulnerable French and Bel- 
gian francs traded at the upper limits of 
their new value range. Both francs were 
devalued Monday. 

Despite the role reversal sparked by the 


realignment of the eight EMS currencies, 
dealers expea the made and the guilder to 
strengthen once the money markets stabil- 
ize following the realignment. 

In Tokyo earlier, the dollar dosed at 
23735 yen, down from Thursday’s late rate 
of 238.40 yen. It was the third straight day 
the dollar has eased there.

Brazil’s inflation 
may exceed llfflc 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 25 (AFP) — 
Infla tion in Brazil wiB total more than 110 
percent this year, according to estimates 
given to AFP by banking circles. 

A target of 70 percent inflation had first 
been set by Brazilian officials who have had 
to seek help from the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) in coping with BraziTs external 
debts. Brazil is the most indebted country in 
the world, owing $87 billion compared with 
$85 billion owed by Mexico for example. 

At the end of February, the official infla- 
tion forecast was adjusted upward following 
devaluation of the cruzeiro. The new target 
was set at 90 percent, compared with 99.7 
percent in 1982. 

However, banking circles expect the infla- 
tion rate will total at least 110 percent during 
the 12-month period. 

Companies are more inclined to borrow 
abroad in dollars if the exchange risks of 
repayment are reduced. 


BELGRADE, March 25 (R) — Yugos- 
lavia will import 535 milli on tons of Soviet 
oil and oil products this year, about 20 per- 
cent more than in 1982, according to an 
agreement signed during the current visit by 
Soviet Prime Minister Nikolai Tikhonov to 
Belgrade. 

The agreement, part of the 1981-1985 
bilateral economic cooperation program, was 
signed Wednesday night in Belgrade, officials 
said Thursday. It provides for Yugoslav 
imports of 4.8 million tons of Soviet crude 
and 550,000 tons of oil products — more 
than half of the 10 million tons of oil Yugos- 
lavia plans to import this year. 

The oil imports, worth about $ l$lbillion, 
would be paid for by exports to the Soviet 
Union of Yugoslav-made goods, the officials 
said. An .agreement for the import of an 
additional one million tons of Soviet crude 
was expected to be signed later this year. 

The Soviet Union is Yugoslavia’s main 
trading partner ahead of West Germany and 
Italy. Bilateral trade will reach $7 billion this 
year, the same as in 1982, Tikhonov and 
Yugoslav Prime Minister Milica Pianinc said 
during their talks. They agreed to sign a 
declaration setting out guidelines for 


economic ties until 1990 and identifying 
fields in which ft could be improved. 

Yugoslavia, which has serious economic 
difficulties inducting foreign debts of nearly 
$20 billion, stagnating industrial production 
and an energy crisis, pays close attention to its 
trade and economic relations with Moscow. 
Its exports to the Soviet Union include elec- 
trical and mining equipment, ships, car 
spares, metals, equipment for nudear power 
plants, furniture, consumer goods and food. 

Apart from oti, natural gas and cooking 
coal, Yugoslav imports from the Soviet 
Union include chemical products, machinery, 
iron ore and timber.,.

Molecular biology 


holds promise of 


conquering cancer 


SAN DIEGO (R) — While cancer is being 
treated with everything Grom radiation and 
surgery to drugs and diet, molecular biology 
appears to hold the real promise of conquer- 
ing the killer disease, according to a group of 
scientists who met here this week. 


Science writers at a four-day seminar spon- 
sored by the American Cancer Society beard 
doctors and scientists report on how the latest 
techniques in genetic engineering are being 
used to try to unravel tbe mysteries of cancer. 
The Cancer Society estimates that 440,000 
Americans will die of cancer this year — a 
rate that has dim bed steadOy in recent years 
despite medical advances. 


diagnosis, however, is using chemical “mar- 
kers" — tumor-produced substances appear- 
ing in the blood which can show the presence 
of specific cancers. 

In another development, scientists report 
that birth control pills do not cause breast 
cancer and may even protect women from 
cancer of the ovary and womb. The findings, 
published in The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, released Friday, are not 
new but the first to be based on a large-scale 
study of the U.S. population, the Journal 
said. 


The key to eliminating cancer appears to 
be in understanding how apparently normal 
body cells start growing uncontrollably, turn- 
ing into deadly turnon. Scientists know that 
human cells contain at least IS genes, called 
oncogenes, which initiate or help promote 
cancerous cell growth. Recently developed 
gene-splicing techniques have enabled 
researchers to analyze the chemical composi- 
tion of these oncongenes, bur why and how 
they function is a mystery. 

Other researchers are using genetic 
engineering techniques to create highly 
purified substances called monoclonal anti- 
bodies. which are tailor-made to seek out 
cancer cells. These antibodies, coupled with 
radioactive “tracers," can be used to look for 
specific cancers in the body — offering hope 
for early detection and monitoring of tumor 
development and spread. 

It is also hoped these cancer-specific anti- 
bodies can be linked with anti-cancer drugs 
which will be delivered directly to the tumor 
and bypass normal cells. Drugs used along 
with other forms of therapy, such as radiation 
and surgery, are making a significant impact 
on many forms of cancer. Others are being 
used to prevent metastisis, the spread of can- 
cerous cells to other pans of the body. 
Super-conducting magnets are even being 
used on an experimental basis to diagnose 
and treat some forms of cancer. 


Ora/ contraceptives, which have been in 
use in the U.S. for 20 years, have been associ- 
ated with blood clots, high blood pressure 
and heart disease, and prescriptions for them 
carry warnings to users about possible side 
effects. But doubts have remained about 
whether the hormonal composition of the 
pills might also pose a cancer risk. 

This week’s Journal published three 
studies conducted by the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control, one of which concluded that 
“do association appears to exist between the 
use of oral contraceptives and breast cancer." 
The studies also found that use of the pfll 
appears to lower the incidence of endomet- 
rial (womb lining) and ovarian cancers. 

Dr. Barbara Hulka of the University of 
North Carolina said in ajoumal editorial that 
the studies were significant because of their 
large sample size, the geographic diversity of 
subjects, and the inclusion of all cancer cases 
from each area. 


r 
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One scientist described this week how he 
injects metallic particles (like those on audio 
tape) into a cancerous organ and then 
“excites" the particles with a very large mag- 
net. The fluctuating magnetic field causes the 
particles to vibrate and heat up, applying con- 
trolled, localized heat to the tumor, kilting it 
but not the surrounding tissue. 

One of the more promising advances in 


The studies estimated that use of birth con- 
trol pills in the United States last year pre- 
vented about 1,700 cases of ovarian cancer 
and 2,000 cases of endometrial cancer. The 
study on ovarian cancer said women who 
have given birth also have a lower risk of the 
disease. It suggested that one reason for the 
protective effect of the pill and pregnancy 
was that in both cases the ovaries are given a 
rest. The pill inhibits ovulation, which also 
stops during pregnancy. 

The study of endometrial cancer said the 
protective effect of oral contraceptives “is 
consistent with the substantial evidence con- 
cerning the biologic effect of female hor- 
mones on the endometrium." 


It said that the protective effect occurred in 
women who used combination estrogen- 
progestin contraceptives for at least 12 
months, “and it petsisted for at least 1 0 years 
after the cessation of oral contraceptive use." 



Simple cure 
for hiccups 


CHICAGO, Illinois (AP) — A doctor is 
offering “an almost 100 percent successor 
cure for hiccups, although he says he can ottiy 
guess at the reasons for its effectiveness. 

“Hiccups are a common and annoying 
tymptom for which many remedies have been 
tried without consistent success,” writes Dr. 
Steven Goldsmith of Bayside Mafical Center 
in Springfield, Massachusetts. His letter was 
published in tbe March 25 edition of The 
Journal tf the American Me&ol A s s oci a ti o n. 

Among the purported cures are scaring the 
hiccups away, sipping water from a glass 
without breathing and taking a spoonful of 
sugar. 

Doctors have reported that using a plastic 
or rubber suction catheter to stimulate tbe 
nasopharynx — the upper part of the pharynx 
connected with the nasal passages — got 
results in 84 out of 85 patients. 

But Goldsmith says he has had success with 
a simpler procedure m which a cotton swab is 
used to massage the soft palate for about a 
minute at its center point, just behind the spot 
where the soft and hard palates meet oil the 
roof of the month. 

“Without exception, the hiccups have 
stopped” in the dozen or so sufferers bn 
which the procedure has been used, he says. 

Hiccups involve an involuntary spasmodic 
contraction of the diaphragm, which causes 
an intake of breath that is stopped abruptly 
by the sudden closure of the glottis — the 
vocal apparatus of the larynx causing the 
symptom’s characteristic sound.

Dear Mn. Tj To underline what you say. Til mention a case report 
which appeared in the American Jounud ef Radiology by Drs. Lawr- 
ence W. Bassett and Harvey C. Cove of flic Unrveraty of California 
School of Medicine. 

Their 53-year-old patient had noted a mass in ber left breast for 
three weeks. Tbe skin was not retracted and an aspiration needle 
produced no fl irid. Mammography was only suggestive of cancer. The 
diagnosis was “suspicion for malignancy." But the tumor proved to 
be a benign myoblastoma. The authors said: "These tumors can 
^produce all the signs and gross characteristics of mammary cancer 


including hardness, fixation, poorly defined outlines and inflamma- 
tion and ulceration of the skin." The authors state there are no 
proven cases of malignancy in myoblastoma and localized surgical 
removal prorides adequate treatment Other conditions that mimic 
breast cancer are fat necrosis, certain types of mastitis and gland 
hardening. It's evident once a lump has been discovered, early 
diagnosis is essential, especially if it turns out to be cancer.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: There are so many new theories, it’s difScnlt 
to know whom to believe. A friend tefls me that diabetic patients who 
are on high Bier diets have lower blood sugar levels. Is das true? —

reported recently to be effective in some diabetic patients. They had 
lower glucose levels after they had been placed on diets containing 
high fiber bread and an increase in fruits and vegetables. Caution: 
some commercially sold bran cereals contain large amounts of sugar. 

If you are a diabetic. Mrs. R.. I suggest you do not try this high fiber 
diet until you discuss it with your physician.

Highest Quality more precious than sold. 


Corals win many laurels for Taiwan 


TAIPEI — Coral does not have the sparkle 
of diamond, or the deep luster of gold. But its 
rich color, smooth surface and pure appear- 
ance have given it a special value, and the 
highest quality coral is in fact more precious 
than gold. Today, Taiwan is the world’s 
largest producer of coral, even though most 
of its products find their way into overseas 
markets. 

Perhaps the most valuable piece of coral 
ever found was brought in from waters off 
Kuei&han island in lian county in northern 
Taiwan in 1980. Nearly 125 cm. in height and 
weighing 70.5 kflomgrams, it is believed to be 
the largest piece gathered so far. Since it is 
estimated that coral adds a kilogram in 
weight every 300 years, the piece must be 
about 21,000 years old. 

Bidding was fiercely competitive, with 
merchants from Japan and Italy joining those 
from withinTaiwan. In the end, the Hai Shan 
Coral Co. won the bidding with an offer of 
$175,000 and put the piece on display in its 
Taipei showroom. 

The first record of coral being regarded as 
precious dates back 1,700 years, when a 
Mediterranean merchant ship became stuck 
on the rocks. An investigation showed that a 
beautiful rock tree was causing the trouble, 
and when the boat was freed without mishap, 
the coral was regarded as an auspicious sub- 
stance and a symbol of peace and content- 
ment. 

In Korea and Japan, coral has traditionally 
been used to ward off evil, and is regarded as 
an essential adornment at weddings. Arab 
warriors wore it during prayers, and even 
today, coral is buried with the dead in 
Nigeria, where it is regarded as a symbol of 
wealth. 

In China, coral has traditionally been 
regarded as one of the seven treasures, and its 
use is documented in the Liang Shou Classic 
and the Diamond Sutra. Coral was bestowed 
by tbe emperor on ministers and members of 
noble families as a sign of imperial favor, and 
was brought as a tribute by visitors from the 
south. Wearing coral was said to keep away 
the cold, and assure plentiful descendants 
and a peaceful home. On a more mundane 
level, coral dust was used to curb children's 
misbehavior, and even stop a nosebleed. 

Over the past 1.000 years, most coral bas 
been discovered in latitudes between 20 

degrees and 40 degrees, and Italy, Japan and 
Taiwan have become the major producers. 
White coral is generally found in waters from

While coral is plentiful above 1 .000 meters, it 
is variegated in color at this depth, and there- 
fore less valuable. 

With a millenial history of production, 
Italy is the center of Europe’s coral industry, 
while in Asia. Japan first started to process it 
100 years ago. Coral was discovered off the 
coast of Taiwan in 1923, and further investig- 
ations showed it was of better quality than 
that found off Japan or Italy. By 1979, 
Taiwan had become the center of the coral 
industry, producing 80 percent of the world’s 
total. But oflate, Taiwan’s coral industry has 
been facing a number of problems. 

At first, there were only a few companies in 
the line, and profits were high. The deep red 
color of most of Taiwan’s coral gave it a spe- 
cial value, and soon, there were 200 ships 
involved in harvesting the material. Since 
coral grows at tbe low rate of only one inch 
every 10 to 20 years, tbe resources around 
Taiwan were soon depleted- Ships began to 
venture further afield, and several were 
detained by overseas authorities. 

Since Taiwan’s coral production is declin- 
ing daily, it is surprising to learn that supply 
outstrips demand. An official of the Fisheries 
Bureau explained that when the industry was 
established, expectations were high, and 
many producers entered tbe line. This led 
coral fishermen to bring in larger quantities 
of low-quality material, and when the reces- 
sion struck, demand plummeted. All 
attempts at fixing prices failed because of 
disunity among supplies. 

A further factor inhibiting progress bas 
been tbe low-quality processing techniques 
used by producers. Apprentice carvers were 
mostly content to follow the designs shown 
them by their Teachers, and innovation was 
almost absent. Goods were mostly sold raw 
or semi-processed to buyers in Japan and 
Italy, where profits are limited. The Italians, 
on the other hand, have improved their fin- 
ishing techniques to bring coral processing to 
the level of an art form. Schools founded in 
Italy long ago still exist today, and they set 
standards of selection, design, mounting, 
aesthetics, display and pricing. 

Coral merchants in Taiwan are now alert to 
the outride threat, however, and have been 
taking advice from the Fisheries Bureau. 
They have started to form an organization to 
set prices and draw up contracts with buyers, 
and are sharing experiences and skills. They 
have also reduced the size of the coral fleets 
to reduce competition at home. 

In particular, a research association has 
been formed jointly by tbe fishermen and the 
government to study ways to raise the price of 
coral and preserve what limited reserves are 
still left on the ocean floor. Tbe association 
periodically issues reports for distribution to 
merchants. 

Today, Taiwan’s coral industry is in skilled 
and experienced hands, and a new approach 
has been adopted to professional manage- 
ment and improved quality. This should 
allow the industry to overcome its present 
hardships, and consolidate its position as the 
world’s leader.

The contract was certainly 
sound, though it was not cer- 
tain. All that declarer re- 
quired was a successful dub 
finesse or, if that failed, a suc- 
cessful finesse in one of the 
major suits. 

It is hard to find a rational 
explanation for the failure of 
the six other North-Booth 
pairs to reach the slam. There 
is a strong presumption North 
was the player chiefly at fault, 
since South had more or less 
told his story when he opened 
initially with one notrump. 

Probably one contributing 
factor was that some of the 
pairs were not playing the 
Gerber convention for aces, 
and Noth therefore bad no 
way of learning how many 
aces South had. Thus, at two 
tables. North raised one 
notrump to four, but this was 
merely an invitational raise in 
notrump, not Blackwood. 
South passed, since he had on- 
ly a Tnmrmnm nfufc nnnp hart. 

Perhaps the chief factor was 
that the North players realiz- 
ed there could not be as many 

as 33 high-card points in the 
combined bands, and they 
therefore chose to invite a 
slam rather than take a blind 
shot at it Considering the pro- 
mising nature of the elnhs 
they were looking at this was 
an overly cautious view to 
take.

Hondurans repulsed, 
Nicaraguans claim

Nelli massacre survivors live in fear 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 25 (AP) 
— The Sandinista government says Hondu- 
ran soldiers have entered Nicaragua to join 
rebel forces trying to topple the government. 

The Foreign Ministry, in a statement issued 
Thursday night, said Nicaraguan troops bat- 
tled the Honduran invaders in the Papayas 
valley, about ISO miles north of Managua. 

The statement came a day after the San- 
dinista government said it was on the brink of 
war with Honduras. The Foreign Ministry 
said that after a skirmish the attack by Hon- 
duran soldiers was repulsed. 

It said one Nicaraguan soldier was 
wounded in the fighting, but provided no 
casualty figures for Honduran soldiers. Nor 
did it say bow many soldiers were involved in 
the fighting on each side. 

The Foreign Ministry report could not be 
independently confirmed since no reporters 
are allowed into the area. There was no 

immediate response to the Nicaraguan daims 
from Honduras, but in the past it has denied 
such claims. 

The Foreign Ministry said that Vice Minis- 
ter Nora Astoiga addressed a note to Hondu- 
ran Foreign Minister Edgardo Paz B arnica 
protesting two other attacks by Honduran 


soldiers on Nicaraguan soil. One attack 
allegedly occurred Thursday morning at the 
border post of ZopUot a in Chinandega pro- 
vince, about 63 miles northwest of Managua, 
and the other attack took place at El Oyote, 
near El Espino, by a Honduran military pat- 
rol against a Nicaraguan patrol. 

Earlier, the Nicaraguan government said 
its troops are “annihilating'' rebel exiles who 
streamed into northwest from Honduras. But 
the insurgents' commander says his forces are 
fighting on several fronts and “the defeat of 
tire leftist regime in Managua is sealed." 

While fighting raged Thursday, the San- 
dinistas faced a new threat on the southern 
border with Costa Rica, where a separate 
exOe faction announced plans to join the bat- 
tle to overthrow Nicaragua’s 44-mo nth-okl 
leftist government Military sources said 
guardposts were reinforced on the Costa 
Rican frontier.

NELLI, India, March 25 (AP) — More 
than a month after hundreds were mas- 
sacred here in an orgy of tribal and ethnic 
violence, the survivors live in fear of more 
bloodletting. 

“We are completely surrounded by 
enemies,” Abdul Jabbar Kari, a 60-year- 
old villager who lost most of his family in the 
Feb. 18 Nelli violence, told a reporter, “if 
the CRP (Central Reserve Police) leave, we 
will aD be killed. 

“We were 1,000 people in our village, 
now we are only 350” Kari said, repeating 
his fears that the survivors too would be 
slain if the paramilitary CRP units sent into 
Assam state from elsewhere in India are 
withdrawn. 

Another survivor, Altafuddin Mia, 50, 
asked a reporter in a trembling voice, "what 
is the use of rebuilding the houses? They 
will again burn them down and kill the few 
of us Irft.. They are waiting for the chance 
to sweep down on us again. 

“Almost everybody has been hearing 
threats every day,” Mia continued. “They 
will kill us the day the Central Reserve 

Security talks 
go into recess 

MADRID, March 25 (R) — The Euro- 
pean security review conference began a 
three-week pause Friday to enable East and 
West to prepare for what is expected to be a 
make-or-break session next month, dele- 
gates said. 

They said both sides would be consulting 
with their governments to decide how to 
respond to a compromise proposal aimed at 
bridging their differences on human rights 
and security and bringing the marathon meet- 
ing to an early end. 

The outcome of the consultations was 
expected to determine the success or failure 
of the Madrid conference and with it the cre- 
dibility of the 1975 Helsinki agreements that 
are under review here, they added. The 35- 
nation conference is well into its third year. 

Ambassadors from the Soviet Union and 
France closed the proceedings Friday by 
promising that a compromise final document 
presented by the neutral and nonaligned 
states would be thoroughly studied during the 
recess. 

But neither Soviet' Ambassador Anatoly 
Kovaliov nor Gilles Curien of France, who 
was speaking for the West gave any indica- 
tion of how far the compromise draft would 
be accepted. 

The document falls short of specific West- 
ern demands for improved human rights con- 
duct in the Soviet bloc, but favors Western 
terms for follow-up allt European disarma- 
ment talks. Delegates said there were divi- 
sions among the West with some countries, 
notably Britain and the United States, anxi- 
ous to press for further concessions on human 
rights. 

Norway, West Germany and Belgium were 
more inclined to to accept the new draft as it 
stood, the delegates said But they said a joint 
stand would be agreed by the April 10 
resumption. 


Police go away. They will kill us again." 

Mia said his wife, six-year-old son and 
18-month-old daughter were slain in the 
eight-hour sweep by attacking hordes 
through 17 villages of Nelli district. He lives 
in a refugee camp with the other sole family 
survivor, his eight-year-old son, and nurses 
a head injury and a wounded left hand 
encased in plaster. 

Nand Singh, commandant of a CRP unit 
guarding the camps, confirmed that “the 
refugees beg us to stay. They say that as 
soon as we go, they wiQ be killed.” There 
are no orders for the troops to leave and 
government officials have said they wiD 
remain so long as Assam is a disturbed area. 

The officials have estimated the one-day 
toll at Nelli as from 600 to 1.000 but Nelli 
survivors say about 2,400 died. The Assam 
state government says that more than 3.100 
persons in the state are dead or missing 
since the start of February and that most of 
the 2,000 still listed as missing can be consi- 
dered dead. 

Many accounts described the Nelli mas- 
sacre as an attack bv native Assamese- 


speaking tribespeople on Bengali -speaking , 

settlers who have long been encroaching on 
their lands. Mia and other Bengali-speaking , 
survivors interviewed, traced the trouble | 
directly to the controversial February state 
elections and efforts of the Assamese native 
movement to disrupt the voting. 

Mia. who kept repeating, “they wiD kill us 
all, they mil kill us all,” was asked whom be 
meant by “they.” He replied: “The Assam- 
ese. they are the killers ... Our village is 
endrded by them. They call us Bengali 
foreigners. They want us to go away from 
here. But why should 1? I was born in 
Assam 50 years ago." 

The latest Assamese agitation flared after 
the breakdown of talks in Januaxy between 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's central 
government and the Assamese movement, 
which declared a boycott against mid- 
February state elections. 

“It was all about the election,” Mia said. 
“They ( Assamese) told us not to vote. We 
said we will," he recalled, adding be was 
first in NeDi to cast his vote on Feb. 17 and 
as a result his house was the first set afire 
during die attack the next day. . 


Viets said planning attack 


BANGKOK. March 25 (AFP) — Viet- 
namese troops backed by tanks andnrrilJeiy 
are poised to swoop on Cambodian guerrilla 
strongholds along the Thai border, Thai 
Foreign Minister Sithi Sawetasila said Friday. 

Air Chief Marshal Sithi said about 4.000 
Vietnamese troops were ready “at any time" 
to hit forces loyal to anti-Communist leader 
Son Sann. Prime Minister of the coalition 
government of Democratic Kampuchea. 

Marshal Sithi spoke to a joint news confer- 
ence at the end of a meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Southeast Asian Nations and the 
European Economic Community. His com- 
ments dovetailed with a warning from Son 
Sann that a Vietnamese strike was imminent 
on three sprawling border encampments 
housing tens of thousands of displaced 
civilians as well as guerrilla fighters. 


Son Sann, who heads the Khmer People’s 
National Liberation Front (KPNLF), told a* 
separate news conference Friday that about 
6,000 Vietnamese infantry men, supported 
by artillery, armored personnel carriers and 
Soviet-built T-54 tanks, were in the vicinity. 

Son Sann said elements of four divisions 
were already deployed 10-12 kilometers 
from the Thai -Cambodian frontier and await- 
ing reinforcements. Fresh troops would 
probably arrive in less than a week, and the 
attack could follow immediately, he said. 

Western diplomats who monitor Cam- 
bodia have also reported signs that Vietnam 
may be preparing to strike the same three 
spots singled out by Son Sann. Any such 
attack would have to come before the end of 
next month, when the start of monsoon rains 
shifts the tactical advantage back to the guer- 
rillas. 


Belgrade’s independence affirmed 


BELGRADE, March 25 (AP) — Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Tikhonov ended a week- 
long visit Friday after signing a communique 
affirming Yugoslavia's right to independence 
and “differences" on international issues. 

Tikhonov and Yugoslav Prime Minister 
Mflka Planinc also agreed to continue 
economic cooperation, and singled out the 
fields of atomic energy development, ship- 
building and machine construction. 

The Soviet Union is Yugoslavia’s main 
trading partner, with an estimated S 35 bil- 
lion in trade turnover expected for the 
1981-1985 period. But this nonaligned 
Communist country broke with the Soviet 
bloc in 1948, and in 1955 the late President 
Josip Broz Tito won an agreement with the 
Soviet Union guaranteeing Yugoslavia’s 
right to go it alone in the Communist world. 

The communique said Tikhonov and Mrs. 
Planinc bad detailed talks in an atmosphere 
of “friendship, frankness and mutual under- 
standing." Cooperation would continue “on

Princess Diana spoke to Gillian Marsden 
whose husband, William, a volunteer 
firefighter, died in the fires which destroyed 
208 bouses in the village of Cockatoo alone. 

“1 hope you don’t mind us being here today 
so soon after the tragedy,'* Princess Diana 
said. “No, i think it is a great honor that you 
have come,” Mrs. Marsden said. “Australia is 
a country of ex re me s that brings out the best 
in people." The princess said:" Yes, you just 
have to get over tragedy.” 


PORT LOUIS, March 25 (AFP) — Four 
center-right memberc of the Mauritian Parli- 
ament could end up bolding the balance of 
power as the r uling left is split down the mid- 
dle. 

Prime Minister Anerood Jugnauth, . who 
is to name a new govemmentMonday foD ow- 
ing the resignation last Ttiesday of 1 Z of his 
ministers, is expected to be backed by only 
half of the 62 members of parZiamentfrom his 
Mauritian Militant Movement (MMM) and 
its junior coalition partner, the Socialist Party 
(PSM). 

A total 31 other MMM supporters are 
expected to heed a call by party founder Paul 
Berenger.who resigned as finance minister, to 
go into oppoatioo, although they will not sit 
with the center-right Labor and Social 
Democrat MPs. 

The center-right members did not even win 
their seats through the ballot box. They were 
appointed under the constitution to give a 
voice to minorities after the left took all the 
seats in the general elections last June. 

Government rirdes said that Jugnanth 
would choose ten new ministers from the 
MMM and two from the PSM. Three MMM 
ministers, two PSM and one from the Rod- 
rigues People’s Organization, representing 
the tiny island of Rodrigues, did not resign 
with the rest 

Since the elections, political differences 
have caused a series of disputes between the 
PSM and Berenger, who- resigned last 
October to show his disagreement with gov- 
ernment policies, notably in economic affairs. 

Jugnauth succeeded in patching up die 
government after a week of negotiations, but 
his position as prime minister is now in dis- 
pute. Berenger and his supporters consider 
he has not shown enough solidarity with his 
own party. 

Berenger is calling for a financial austerity 
program and economic recovery through 
boosting the private sector, which, is 
demanded by the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and the World Bank. 

Hie PSM rejects such a policy and has 
accused the government of giving “hand- 
outs” to the sugar industry, which is the 
island's main economic activity.
